When UOP Inc. executives visited 


mainland China several years ago, 
each carried a wallet-size ID card' 
that included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical' in- 


formation called EMICARD was de- 
veloped several.years ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor, Richard C. 
Treaner, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the 
country and around the. globe. 


"When a company spends ,$300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its execu- 
tives, the information won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where," Treanor said. 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, medication, 
physi- 


cian's name and telephone. But it also 
includes an exact microfilm popy of 
m e d i c a l 
reports, 
Xrays, elec- 


trocardiograms and hospital records 
that otherwise would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike. 


"The best example was a patient 


who had a heart attack, in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted him to stay 
in the hospital for three' weeks. But by 
looking at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual had a relatively 
strong •'electrocardiogram and 'the 
patient was able to leave in a week," 
Treanor said. 


Although the . personal 
microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available to just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance for the person," says 
/Treanor. 


A-FORMER suburban police officer 


who was forced to retire after three 
heart attacks and now travels in Flor- 
ida uses the EMICARD to verify his 
need for medication to doctors who 
otherwise might be skeptical of his 
condition, Treanor said. 


EMICARD differs from other emer- 


gency medical cards because it con- 
tains actual copies of the patient's 
medical history,'not just interpretive 
information from the patient. 


"As a doctor, I want to know "what 


other doctors' have said about- the 
patient," Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best' obtained 'from 
the original reports, rather than by 
telephone relay or from the patient, 
he added.

Only medical information released 


by the physician is put on the'EMI- 
CARD and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided. 


Most U.S: hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a/10-power microscope.eye-piece 
or magnifying glass.

In' fact, cocaine is becoming so fash- 


ionable it is now "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 


"There's a terrific increase" in sub- 


urban drag abuse, says the head of 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He says PCP, an animal tranquil- 


izer, and heroin also are very popu- 
lar. 


AND\OF THE type of dealer he 


faces in the suburbs, Hinchy says; 
"his father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school teacher,- 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations in 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since then it's reached a 


. peak in late 1973 with pills, and now 


we see an increase in this coke (co- 
caine) which I think is taking the 
place of pills." 


Cocaine conies from the extract of 


ground coca plant leaves and in its 
refined form is a white powder. 


.Users "snort" the powder to get 


high, but Hinchy disagrees with argu- 
ments that the drug is nonaddictive. 
"There are people that are so coke- 
addicted that they're shooting it in liq- 
uid form, graduating from, the snort." 


W I D E S P R E A D USE of PCP, 


phencyclidine hydrochloride, has oc- 
curred because youths frequently are 
fooled into buying the compound 
thinking it's THC, a high-potency 
marijuana extract, Hinchy says. 


Youths buy their drugs in $5, $10 


.and $15 "hits," Hinchy says adding 
that sometimes groups will pool their 
money and purchase $50 quantities. 
Heroin a highly addictive narcotic, is 
the most expensive, he says. 


•Dealers, who have found there.is a 


huge profit to be made in suburban 
dope peddling, are keeping the area in 
constant supply.

Community values basis 
of Dist. 25 spending cuts

After weeks of hearings.on what to 


do about the financial crisis in Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25, the school board 
finally made a decision — close one 
school, cut programs, reduce the 
teaching staff and ask voters to ap- 
prove a tax .hike this spring. 


These decisions were based in part 


on information gleaned from the pub- 
lic on these issues, said Board Pres. 
William Beck. "We want to solve the 
problem in relationship to the hier- 
archy of values in the community." 


The hearings were in response to 


recommendations 
'from 
consultants 


Booz, Allen and Hamilton who pre- 
dicted a 31 per cent drop in enroll- 
ment by 1984 resulting in a drastic re- 
duction in revenue because state aid 
is based in part on -student attend- 
ance. Consultants figured that by 1984 
the district would have a $3.9 million 
deficit. 


WHILE THE GENERAL, recom-, 


mendations submitted by consultants 
were followed, the board's specific ac- 
tions vary, based oh the board's own 
assessment of the district's needs and 
the community's values. 


The consultant's report was basical- 


ly an analysis of the enrollment and 


financial situation in the disb ct with 
some general alternatives. The report 
said, "here's the nature of our prob- 
lem," said Beck. It was then "the 
board's job to solve the problem." 


One solution recommended by con- 


sultants called for closing a-number 
of the district's schools over the next 
10 years'; The plan favored by con- 
sultants 
called 
for .closing 
both 


Thomas 
and 
South Junior 
High 


Schools 'in 1977 and transfering sixth 
graders from junior highs to ele- 
mentary schools. North School was 
recommended to be closed in 1980 and 
Kensington School in 1981 or 1982. 


But board members found lhat the 


community places a high priority on 
neighborhood 
schools. 
Only 
North 


School, one -of the district's oldest fa- 
cilities, will close this year. 


REALIZING THAT schools 
will 


have to be closed in the future as en- 
rollment declines .the board decided to 
keep schools open as long as fiscally 
possible. "We agreed to hold on,to the 
neighborhood school concept as long 
as it was not making large sacrifices 
in areas affecting the quality of edu- 
cation just to keep schools open," said 
Beck.

sixth graders to elementary schools. 
Some parents and school officials fa- 
vored keeping students in the junior 
highs where program alternatives are 
wider and classes are more special- 
ized. Others thought transfering sixth 
graders to elementary schools would 
be a 'good idea- because some sixth 
graders are not socially and emotion- 
ally mature enough to cope with the 
junior high atmosphere. 


The board decided to maintain the 


present grade level structure, with 
sixth graders in the junior highs, at 
least for the 1976-77 school year. 


In the future, the board may have 


to consider closing junior high schools 
because they are the most costly to 
operate, said Beck. If several junior 
highs must be closed, it "would mean 
moving sixth graders back to ele- 
mentary schools," he said. 


A large reduction in the teaching 


staff. also was recommended by the 
consultants since teacher salaries 
make up the bulk of a school budget. 
Consultants recommended the district 
boost class size from the current 25 
students per teacher to an average of 
30 students.

80 PAR, THE "contest" for the 


chairmanship is shaping up as a non- 
contest, with Harold Tyrrell, Proviso 


Township committeeman and county 
commissioner, keeping his own coun- 
sel about whether to resume the chal- 
lenge to Kasper which failed last No- 
vember. 


Tyrrell, who withdrew from the 


race to succeed Fulle at the last min- 
ute after it was agreed Kasper would 
be named interim chairman only, said 
last week he would "seriously consid- 
er" running against Kasper this time. 


Other potential candidates for the 


chairmanship Include Lyons Township 
Committeeman George Burditt, who 
carried the party standard against 
Sen.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Leftist 


forces captured the Holiday Inn Sun-, 
day after a fierce tank-led assault, 
and Beirut's military leaders formed 
a Joint command to launch an ex- 
pected attack on the presidential pal- 
ace if llth hour peace efforts fail. 


Fighting throughout the capital and 


suburbs claimed another 80 dead and 
170 wounded over the past 24 hours, 
pushing the casualty toll since the 
March 11 military coup attempt to 
more than 400 dead and 900 wounded. 


The fall of the uptown Holiday Inn 


to leftist forces after a 48-hour blitz- 
krieg assault was the most dramatic 


development of one of the bloodiest 
days in Lebanon's 11-month-old civil 
war. 


Leftist spokesmen called it one of 


their biggest victories. The right-wing 
Phalangists were expected to retali- 
ate. 


No reliable casualties were avail-

Georgia copter crash kills 7 GIs 


BLAIRSVILLE, Ga. (UPI) - Seven 


soldiers were found dead Sunday in 
the wreckage of an Army helicopter 
atop a north Georgia mountain. An in- 
jured soldier managed to walk off the 
mountain and search crews found a 
ninth soldier wandering in the dense 
undergrowth. 


The bodies of the victims, who were 


stationed at Fort Banning, Ga., were 
found about noon atop Aiken mountain 
In the Chattahoochee National Forest, 
24 h o u r s after their helicopter 
slammed into the mountaintop white 
on a training mission. 


The wreckage was located after one 


soldier, Shawn Patterson, 18, of Nor- 
folk, Va., walked Vti miles down the 
mountain to a house and notified au- 
thorities. Patterson was hospitalized 
in guarded condition with fractured 
ribs, facial contusions and a possible 
fractured pelvis.

The missing soldier, whose identity 


was not immediately released, was 
spotted by a helicopter pilot and 
ground search crews were directed to 
him. "He looks in pretty good shape," 


one searcher radioed back to author- 
ities. 


Officials said he apparently tried to 


walk oUt with Patterson but did not 
make it. He was taken to a hospital 
for tests. 


The names of the victims were 


being withheld pending notification'of 
relatives.

Patterson said he and the other sur- 


vivor slept in their ponchos Saturday 
night and tried to walk down the 
mountain early Sunday. "He just 
couldn't make it so I went on," he 
said from his hospital bed. 


"The only thing I remember is the 


chopper hitting the trees and cracking 
up," said Patterson. "It was so foggy. 
The pilot could see the mountain but 
he could not see how. tall the trees 
were and that's what got him." 


Dr. P. A. Smith said Patterson was 


"in damn good shape or he wouldn't 
be alive." 


Union County Sheriff Harlan Dun- 


can, Who led the rescue team to the 
crash site, said the helicopter crashed 
on top of the mountain and "flipped 
on its back." He said debris was scat- 
tered down the mountainside. Three 


of the bodies were found in the wreck- 
age and four were scattered outside. 


In another copter crash Saturday, 


three Army crewmen from Ft. Camp- 
bell, Ky. were killed when a Huey 
helicopter crashed during a thunders- 
torm while participating in a field 
training exercise. 


Maj. Frank McGourty, Ft. Camp- 


bell public information officer, said 
there were no survivors of the acci- 
dent, which killed the pilot, co-pilot 
and crew chief. 


He identified the pilot as Capt. Wil- 


liam L. Allen, 32, and the co-pilot as 
W. O. George Reynolds, 24. The Iden- 
tity of the crew chief was withheld 
pending notification of close relatives.

Media gives princess royal lashing 


LONDON (UPI) — Britain's news- 


papers took off the gloves Sunday for 
a bout of public criticism of Princess 
Margaret of a kind rarely directed at 
the royal family. 


One spoke of "Princess Margaret's 


young lover" and said "her new ro- 
mance" was responsible for the break 
up of her 16-year marriage to Lord 
Snowdon, the former Antony-Arm- 
strong Jones. 


The Queen's sister and her photo- 


grapher husband announced their sep- 
aration Friday. The Observer news- 
paper said the couple's close friends 
assume the separation "to be only the 
first stage in an orderly progreno to- 
wards divorce" in two years' time. 


Direct public criticism of any mem- 


ber of the royal family is most unusu- 
al in Britain. Newspapers and maga- 
zines criticize, if at all, by innuendo 
or indirection or by citing monarchy 
baiters like Member of Parliament 
Willie Hamilton. 


But restraints dissolved Sunday in 


the wake of the separation announce- 
ment. Sunday newspapers were al- 
most unanimously critical.

"The public has the right to ques- 


tion whether Princess Margaret is 
setting the sort of example that is ex- 
pected from British royalty," said the 
Sunday People in an editorial which 
occupied its entire front page. 


"If her private life isn't going to 


measure up to the royal standard, 
wouldn't she be well advised to with- 
draw entirely from the royal family 
business?" it asked. 


The Sunday Mirror said that at 45, 


"Margaret will have to make it 
abundantly clear to everyone that she 
is not only ready but wiling to turn 
her back on the frivolous, often bor- 
dering on irresponsible, social set 
which has fascinated her for so long." 


• "Does she really imagine that from 
now on she will help the royal im- 
age?" asked a columnist in the Sun- 
day Express. 


"Especially if young Mr. Roddy 


Llewellyn, in jeans and sweatshirt, 


ends up, hands cldsped behind his 
back, walking the statutory five paces 
behind?" 


The News of the World, in a copy- 


right dispatch, pinned the "lover" tag 
on Llewellyn, 28. It said the princess 
calls him "my darling angel" and 
that their love had transformed their 
lives.

Mustique and Margaret's visits to 
Llewellyn's uppercrust "commune" in 
the English countryside. 


"Perhaps'most impetuous of all," 


The News of the World said, "Roddy 
made overnight visits to Margaret's 
home, Kensington Palace."

more effective in small classes, they 
said, because teachers can give more 
attention to the needs of students. 


THE BOARD opted for an average 


class size of 26.4 students with a re- 
duction of 43 teaching positions. 


A larger increase in class size may 


be necessary in the future if board 
members are placed in a position of ~ 
having to chose between small classes, 
and other options available to them. 
"Most of us would say if we had a 
choice between closing a lot of other 
schools and cutting more programs, 
then let's let class size go up another 
notch or two," said Beck. 


One of the immediate actions rec- 


ommended by consultants was a cut- 
back in the district's educational pro- 
gram. The board went through its 
budget and made cuts in many areas, 
including general supplies and ser- 
vices, staff and services in counseling, 
the gifted program, guidance, psy- 
chological services, teaching services 
and instructional support staff. 


All these cost-saving 
measures 


probably won't cover the district's 
deficit for next year and certainly 
won't solve the district's future finan- 
cial ills as enrollment continues to 
drop along with revenue.

Residents say 
village violates 
grading codes 


by BILL HILL 


An Arlington Heights homeowner 


has charged village officials with vio- 
lating village codes that forbid grades 
on lots from being raised higher than 
the levels of adjacent lots. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Stenstrop, 416 


E. Hawthorne St., recently complain- 
ed to village trustees that the grades 
of two lots on Haddow Avenue, 
north of their home, were raised ille- 
gally and have caused continuous 
flooding in their backyard. 


Village Engineer Allen Sander said 


that a grading plan for the lot imme- 
diately north of the Stenstrops' home 
has been developed that will alleviate 
the flooding problem once construc- 
tion has been completed. 


The Stenstrops disagree. 
"There never really has been any 


grading plan developed. There's noth- 
ing on record. No one can tell me 
what the elevations will be," Mrs. 
Stenstrop said. 


"The grades of the two lots, by 


regulation, should have never been 
allowed to have been raised," she 
said. 


The lot where the new home is 


being built has been raised about 
three feet, except in the corners of the 
lot, she said. 


Sander said that the two lots have 


been raised in a step pattern so that 
none of the three homes involved will 
be endangered by flooding. 


"If we used a literal interpretation 


of the (grading) codes, we wouldn't 
be able to build on any piece of prop- 
erty in town," Sander said. 


"The only thing that would have 


satisfied the Stenstrops would have 
made the new house so low that it 
would have been susceptible to flood- 
ing. We will not set any house so low. 
Right now there is no threat to any 
house. The Stenstrops may for an 
hour or two at a time have water 
standing," Sander said. 


Sander stressed that the intent of 


the grading codes is followed, but that 
a literal reading of the codes is not 
practicable. 
T r u s t e e s Richard Durava and 


Madeline Schroeder said the ordi- 
nances should be followed or rewrit- 
ten. 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan has 


directed the administration to submit 
an engineering report to the board at 
its meeting April 19.

EVEN WJrfH the cuts, the district 


will have to go deeper into deficit fi- 
nancing. This year, Dist. 25 is selling 
tax anticipation warrants, borrowing 
against 27 per cent of next year's 
taxes. Next year its warrant position 
is expected to go up to 50 per cent. 


The sale of tax anticipation war- 


rants was a bitter pill to swallow for 
many Dist. 25 board members. The 
more warrants that are sold, the 
harder it will be for the district to 
cope with a future financial crisis. 
Several board members said they 
would accept the sale of warrants at 
the 50 per cent level only if the board 
accepted the consultant's recommen- 
dation to increase taxes. 
* 


That increase, in the amount of 52 


cents per $100 in equalized assessed 
valuation, goes to the voters in a ref- 
erendum May 8. It will increase the 
average homeowner's taxes $52 per 
year, but it will generate only $11. 
million in revenue for the district by 
the 1977-78 school year. 


Without that increase, school offi- 


cials say more drastic cuts in district 
expenses may be necessary. 


THE REFERENDUM is not an ul- 


timatum, said Beck. The district will 
survive without a tax increase, he 
said, but the defeat of the referendum 
will almost certainly mean more cuts 
in programs, larger classes and 
school closings sooner than antici- 
pated. 


The public can expect future boards 


to discuss many of the same topics 
that the district has wrestled with for 
the last four months. 


In a long-range planning statement, 


yet to be adopted, the board has out- 
lined some of the things it has learned 
in recent months to serve as a guide- 
line for future boards of education. 


"We achieved a degree of insight 


into the problem and alternative solu- 
tions that have to be shared with fu- 
ture boards," said Beck "It would be 
better for a future board to have this 
assessment of the problems and the 
community's values than to start 
from scratch and "make the wheel all 
over again." 
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manic form. 


Trustee August Bettman, a member . 


of the committee, also predicted at 
that meeting that the village board 
will never vote to put the question to 
a referendum. Proponents will have 
to present sufficient petitions to force 
the vote, he said. 


State statute requires that only 10 


per cent of the residents who voted in 
the last village election need to sign 
petitions to force a referendum to be 
held on the question. 


The thzee members of the com- 


mittee, Griffin, Bettman and Made- 
line Schroeder, agreed that propo- 
nents of the aldermanic system could 


obtain the 1,100 signatures that would 
be needed. 


GRIFFIN SAID he also opposes 


changing from the at-large system, 
because "it has worked well here." 


But the alternatives need to be re- 


viewed because the village may out- 
grow the at-large system and because 
the national Republican party is likely 
to soon enter local politics, he said. 


"When that happens it will be al- 


most impossible for an independent 
candidate to be elected in a village- 
wide election," Griffin said. 


"It is also difficult to mount a cam- 


paign across the whole village," he 
said.

The recent circus ticket fiasco 


in the Village of Wheeling should 
be a lesson to every community 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


That 
village's 
Bicentennial 


commission agreed to sell 4,000 
tickets for the Shrine Circus in 
Chicago to village residents as a 
fund raising project. The com- 
mission ended up selling only 
half that number, and the vil- 
lage board voted to purchase the 
remaining tickets and give them 
away at taxpayers' expense. 


The "free" tickets went to per- 


sons from throughout the area 
and cost the village more than 
$7.500. 


Since the fiasco, one village 


board member has called for the 
resignation of the Bicentennial 
commission chairman because 
she did not handle the affair in a 
"businesslike method." 


We feel the prime target for 


criticism in this matter should 
be the village board for jits in- 
ability to keep track of what is 
happening with its commissions. 
The board also should have 
checked the village's liability 
before it gave the commission 
the right to take on this project. 


Village officials played an im- 


portant role in the ticket fiasco, 
and they must share the blame 
since they are responsible for 
overseeing decisions made by 
appointed commissions. 


As one trustee put it: "If it's 


the fault of the trustees, we 
should chalk it up to experience 
and set guidelines so it never 
happens again."

Daniel Webster Rockwell (my grandfather) was born in Pike, 


N.Y., in 1844 and so was just old enough to haw served in all of the 
Civil War, including Sherman's March to the Sea. 


Following the war, he married Laura Sophia Harriott, and togeth- 


er they migrated westward and homesteaded In northwestern Kan- 
sas near what is now Logan. In 1169 their first child was born — a 
girl, my Aunt Clara — and then every three years another child, 
until in 1885 my dad, Roy, their sixth child, was bdrn. 


Sorely affected by the depression and drought of 1890, they moved 


with five of their six children to Colorado (Aunt Clara had married 
at age 16). In leaving Kansas, they traveled by covered wagon and 
"shank's ponies" — that Is, on their own legs. For food, they de- 
pended on the kindness of farmers along the way, plus any wild 
game they could get. One of their meals my dad remembers well 
from age 5 was a main course of prairie dog. 


THE FAMILY lived for a time in Greeley, Colo., later in Ordway, 


then In Catlin (later renamed Manzanola). When the Rockwells 
finally settled in La Junta, Colo., my grandmother announced that 
after 30 years she was through pioneering' 


Aunt Clara joined them, and my grandfather became a car-repair 


carpenter with the Santa Fe Railroad, which had arrived in La 
Junta in 1876, the Centennial year. Today the area around their 
homesite is shown on the city plats as the "Rockwell addition." 


My grandfather lived on in La Junta until 1913, while my grand- 


mother lived until 1927, so I recall her quite vividly. But the quiet, 
little old lady I knew, always dressed In white, belied the vibrant, 
pioneering spirit in her heart, a necessary part of 19th century 
living. ^

shank's pony, his subsequent travels included hone-and-buggy, 
horsedrawn jitney taxi (8 cents), horseless carriage, bicycle, steam 
and dlesel trains, single-prop open-cockpit airplane through four-jet 
airliner, plus various watercraft from canoe to large Puget Sound 
auto ferry — all in all, a microcosm of transportation changes in 
America.

La Junta, in Spanish "a meeting place," had been founded near a 


Cheyenne and Kiowa trail crossing. Bent's Fort was established 
there in 1816 at the point where the Santa Fe Trail crossed the 
Arkansas River. 


Shortly thereafter, a teen-age boy, Kit Carson, arrived on the 


scene and became the fort's bison hunter to provide freSh meat. He 
married a Cheyenne, and although he traveled extensively in the 
West, he returned to the La Junta area for his last years. 


HIS GRANDDAUGHTER, Anna Carson, was in my high school 


class, and his grandson, Kit Carson in, was two years ahead of us. 
As a teen-age paper route carrier, I had to go into the Carson home 
quite often. It was fascinating to see many of the same pictures of 
Kit Carson that are In history books, but in their original form. 


Today La Junta's main hotel is the "Kit Carson," and nearby 


Bent's Fort is to be dedicated this year as a National Historical 
Site, which, along with the Kosbare Indian Ceremonial Dancers, 
makes a visit to southeastern Colorado memorable and worthwhile.

If women's liberation has been a touchy Issue In 


political and economic circles, such a description 
can only be an understatement when applied to the 
religious sphere. 


The Christian church has been described by many 


concerned women as the most oppressive of all In- 
stitutions in discriminating against women; indeed, 
almost cutting them out of .God's plan altogether ex- 
cept for serving the human needs of mortal men. 


On the other hand, defenders of the subjugation of 


women in the church (and often, in society as well) 
consider such a role to be God's plan for women and 
thus, unchallengeable. 


"As in all the churches of the saints, 
the women should keep silence in the 
churches. For they are not permitted 
to speak, but should be subordinate, 
as even the law says." (I Cor. 14:34) 


Both positions are based on their advocates' under- 


standing of the complex historical-cultural settings 
of the Bible, 2000 years of church tradition and re- 
sulting interpretations of key Bible passages. 
'•"Some religious conservatives say women should 
not take leadership roles in the church because Bib- 
lical leaders were men, while women were assigned 
domestic roles. However, many Bible scholars point 
out that the Jewish society of the Old Testament was 
an authoritarian patriarchy, with rigid manmade 
laws considered necessary for survival among 'alien 
societies. The Christian church was born amid this ' 
culture. 


RECENTLY the Evangelical Women's Caucus, a 


group representing conservative Protestant denomi- 
nations, Joined more liberal theologians in decrying 
the "absolutizing" of the patriarchal Biblical cul- 
ture. 


"We cannot assume patriarchy is the will of God 


for all people in all times and all places," they said. 
They pointed to several Biblical practices that have 
since been repudiated by the church: the divine right 
of kings, slavery'and women covering their heads 
with veils in church. 


Moreover, there were a number of early Hebrew- 


Christian women who distinguished themselves in 
non-domestic roles: Huldah, prophetess and adviser 
to King Joslah of Judah;- Sheerah, architect of three 
cities; Deborah, prophetess and Judge; Phoebe, a 
"minister" and "ruler" of the early church, later 
translated "servant," "deaconess" and "helper"; 
Priscllla, a Christian teacher and friend of the 
Apostle Paul; and Tabitha or "Dorcas," who was 
referred to as a "disciple" and was raised from the 
dead by Peter in the first such miracle by one of the 
Apostles. 


Feminists say these Biblical women and their roles 


have been ignored in the teachings of the male-domi- 
nated church, leaving women without strong female 
role models and burying important precedents for 
female participation in the church. 


Most of the controversy, however, settles around 


the Apostle Paul. Much of the tradition of limiting 
women's roles has been based on literal inter- 
pretations of such Pauline statements as "the head 
of the woman is her husband" (I Cor. 11) and "the 
women should keep silence in the churches" (I Cor. 
14 and I Tim. 2). 


BUT MANY BIBLICAL scholars of various denom- 


inations argue against the "face vajue" of these

statements on the basis of translation, context and 
other Pauline statements. 


For example, the Corinthian injunction against 


women speaking out in church awkwardly interrupts 
a lengthy discussion of spiritual expression — not 
suppression. In ancient manuscripts, according to 
theologian Ruth Hoppin, the statement comes at the 
end of the chapter, indicating much less emphasis. 
Moreover, women such as Priscilla already were 
teaching in the church' and serving as prophets — 
leaders with authority to interpret the faith. 


Bible scholars also point out that Paul, a strict 


Jew, was struggling between social tradition and his 
radically new theology. Thus, he inconsistently ad- 
monished women to be silent on the basis of Jewish 
law while at other times arguing against the validity 
of the law and declaring, 


"There is neither Jew nor Greek, neither slave nor 


free, neither male nor female; for you are all one in 
Christ Jesus." (Gal. 3) 


The latter was expressed as a universal theological 


truth, while the other comments were directed to 
specific congregations in reference to specific prob-v 
lems they were experiencing. Yet, laments Lutheran 
theologian Margaret Sittler Ermarth, the antiwomen 
comments have been absolutized by the church. 


CONSTANCE PARVEY, another Lutheran theo- 


logian, adds that at the time of Paul's early writ- 
ings, which includes Corinthians and Galatians, the 
followers of Christ expected His second coming im- 
minently. 
„ • 


"Because of this sense of the urgency of the end 


times, a new and radically equivalent role of women 
and men together in Christ was forged," she says. 


But by the time Paul wrote the lette'r to Timothy, 


in which he reverted again to the "keep silent" in- 
junction against women, it was apparent the end was 
not to come so soon. So the church, Parvey says, 
dug in its heels for a long wait, and in the process 
became "cautious and conservative," in- 
stitutionalizing Paul's temporary ethics. 
• But if Paul is a problem, women rally round Christ 
as perhaps the first non-male-chauvinist. He always 
treated women with respect, they say, even when it 
was culturally unpopular to do so, as in the case of 
the prostitute. Moreover, in going to the homes of 
women such as Mary and Martha, and In affirming 
Mary's right to learn rather than Martha's domestic 
activities, He opened the way for women to study the

scriptures — something only men could do in Jewish 
tradition.

IN ADDITION, the disciple Luke seems to have 


been much more sensitive to equal treatment and 
education for women. Luke's Greek culture allowed 
women much greater equality than did Judaeism. In 
his presentation of the parables, Luke always told 
two stories illustrating each point: one story using 
male roles and one using female roles, thus making 
his teaching understandable to both sexes. 


While Luke went to such lengths to make his part 


of the Bible bisexual in language, the rest of it, 
church feminists charge, has been rendered sexist 
by male translators and interpreters. Partially on

the Bible other than the Virgin Mary. Even spiritual , Greco depicts -Apostles Peter and Paul. 


these grounds many scholars dispute the argument 
that women were created, subordinate to men. 


The Genesis 1 account of creation states that "God 


created Adam (meaning "mankind," sometimes 
translated "man") in his own image . . . male and 
female he created them." This statement, according 
to Harvard theologian Phyllis Bird, is decidedly bi- 
sexual, with no sexual order or priority. 


The Gen. 2 account, which describes woman being 


made from Adam's rib, "recognizes woman as the 
man's equal," Bird says, because the Hebrew word 
for "helper" 'carries no status connotations but 
means "corresponding to." 


Moreover, she says, the Gen. 3 account of Adam 


and Eve's sin and its outcome, which has been used 
to consign women to the role of child-bearing as pun- 
ishment, is misinterpreted. 


"IT IS A CRIME of disobedience . . . committed 


by both man and woman. The order of their trans- 
gressing is unimportant.. . Mankind's suffering was 
(misinterpreted) as punishment." 


Hoppin, terming Gen. 3:16 "flagrantly, mis- 


translated from the original Hebrew," translates It 
this way: "A snare (the serpent, not "I", meaning 
God) hath increased thy sorrow and sighing (not 
"conception"); in sorrow thou will bring forth chil- 
dren (a prediction, not a punishment); Thou, art 
turning away (from God) to thy husband (not "Thy 
desire shall be to thy husband," the origin of the lust 
connotation); And he will rule over you" (a pre- 
diction, not a*command.) 


Other examples of sexist language in the Bible, 


according to Hoppin: The men and women who pro- 
phesied on Pentecost are termed "these men"; 
Junia, a woman, is lumped with Andronlcus, a man, 


as "men of note among the apostles"; the Greek text 
of John speaks about "children of God," which was 
translated "sons of God."

nominations of the Christian church are struggling 
with what some call "the woman problem."

Where they stand 


The Roman Catholic and Episcopal churches and 


the Missouri Synod Lutherans are the only major 
denominations that still do nof officially ordain wom- 
en, although there is currently much activity In that 
direction among the Catholics and Episcopalians. 


The Presbyterian and Methodist churches have 


been ordaining women since the 1950s. The United 
Church of Christ and other churches of Congrega- 
tional tradition ordain women. - 


The Baptist church never restricted ordination to 


men, and in the late 1960s took steps to promote the' 
ordination of women. 


The Church of the Brethren also admits women to 


clerical roles, although it traditionally has not had a 
doctrine of ordination.

I am very worried about my 3-year-old son. He hat a. very bad 


sore throat. I look him to the doctor and he told me he has quinsy. 


1 would appreciate If If yon would explain what that Is and what 


causes It. The doctor told me my son Inherited It from me. As a 
chUd I had frequent sere throate and weak tontlls. I try to take the 
best care of my children's health as I can. ' 


My ton became afck en Monday and on Tuesday he was a little 


worse. He said hto throat did net hurt. Then'widneiday morning he 
tried to eat Ms breakfast and he couldn't swallow, so I took him 
right ever to the doctor. How can a child get Mint sick so fast and 
net complainT I feel very helpless and bewildered. I asked the 
doctor and be Just said M was a bad sore throat and that he hadn't 
seen such a case la years. 


The term quinsy Is used for the development of an abscess 


around the tonsil as a complication of a severe sore throat, usually 
a strep throat. The tissue around the tonsil area is fairly loose and 
an abscess can form and become quite large. It may produce sev- 
ere swelling of the p«k. Certainly it's enough to cause difficulty for 
a child in swallowing. 


The usual nature of quinsy Is to cause a sudden change in illness 


just as you described. The child may be" getting along very well 
with an ordinary sore throat and then have a sudden marked swell- 
ing of the throat, difficulty In swallowing, fever' and evidence of 
severe illness. Just keep in mind that it is simply an abscess and it 
is caused by an infection.. It can be treated and it is not that 
dangerous today because of the treatments which are available. 


This was once a dreaded and fairly frequent complication of strep 


throat, but since strep throats are largely controlled today with 
antibiotics, it is seldom seen. That's why your doctor said he hadn't 
seen such a case for years. 


YOUR SON DID not inherit quinsy from you. It is an infection 


caused by bacteria. What your doctor probably meant was that 
your son Inherited a tendency to throat infections which allowed 
him to get the sore throat to begin with. It is true that some people 
seem to be more resistant to infections than others, but he exact 
reasons for this are not always clear.

Among the 
house plants are elephant ear and caladium as well as the three 
your friend mentioned. 


The outdoor poison crop includes lantana, sweet pea, lily of the 


valley, on and on. I think oleander Is the worst. A wiener toasted on 
an oleander branch can actually be fatal, Go get one of the Kings- 
bury books. You'll get educated fast.

SOUND? 


There are many ways we commu- 


nicate with each other, and perhaps 
the easiest way is with sound. Differ- 
ent sounds produce words; and many 
words, when put together, produce a 
sounds, however, that communicate 
thought or idea. There are other 
ideas without using words. The wail of 
a siren is one of these, and the idea it 
projects is one of urgency. 


Our world is engulfed in a sea .of 


sound. Sounds of the city, sounds, of 
the country and even the ever-so-soft 
sounds of the desert at night. Sounds 
can be soothing and pleasant, or they 
can be harsh and irritating. Some- 
times sound can even be downright 
painful. The high-pithed wail of a si- 
ren can be classed as an irritating 
sound. It does its job, however — it 
gets your attention. 


Experiments with sound go back 


hundreds of years. In the late 1700s 
John Roblson discovered that a jet of 
air forced through a small hole in a

piece of metal would produce a musi- 
cal sound. In 1819 the French physi- 
cist Charles Cagniard de la Tour used 
Robison's idea and produced a disk 
with numerous holes in it. By forcing 
thin streams of air through these 
holes, he could produce numerous 
sounds. Using this disk he found he 
could determine the frequency of any 
pitch. He called the disk a siren. 


One type 'of siicn in use today is 


directly related to this early siren. It 
consists of two cylinders, one inside 
the other, somewhat like one tin can 
inside a slightly larger tin can. The 
ends of the cylinders, or tin cans, 
have boles punched in them. As the 
outside cylinder revolves around the 
inner cylinder, air is forced in. When 
the holes in the cylinders are lined up, 
the stream of air passing through 
them emits a noise. 


An electric motor controls the speed 


of the outer cylinder, and by speeding 
up and slowing down it produces a 
wailing tone. If the siren is on a police 
car or fire truck, the speed of the cyl- 
inder can be controlled from inside 
the vehicle. 
.Newer types of sirens emit sounds 
that are produced electronically. 
While the sounds produced are much 
the same, the electronic sirens have 


fewer moving parts and will last long- 
er than the cylinder type. 
v 


• .Sirens are devices used to produce 
warning signals. They are standard 
e q u i p m e n t on ambulances, fire 
trucks, police cars and other emer- 
gency vehicles. They warn cars ahead 
on the road that an emergency is at 
hand. Their urgent message should be 
acknowledged immediately.

HOW IS PERFUME MADE? 


Most perfumes are blends of a vari- 


ety of substances, both natural and 
man-made. The most expensive per- 
fumes are those containing oil from 
flowers or plants. Substances called 
.essential oils are made and stored in 
tiny sacs of the plants. These oils are 
also found in flower petals, buds, 
leaves, bark, rinds land even roots. 
Plants whose oils are used a great 
deal in perfumes include the -gera- 
nium, jasmine, lavender, rose, sand- 
alwood and tuberose. 


These fragrant essential oils are ex- 


tracted mainly by three processes. 
Steam distillation involves passing 
steam through the plant materials. 
This causes the oil to quickly become 
a gas, which is then passed through

Dan trained 
for two years 


stateside. He did 13 months in 
Thailand and Vietnam. His South- 
east Asia tour was not too bad. 
Dan didn't even get shot. 


Even though he was "all-mili- 


tary," Dan thought this an odd

"You could go to downtown Sal- 


Con and it was like walking Into 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. But go 10 
miles outside the city and you got 
shelled." 


DAN FIGURES those people 


Just wanted to raise their families

people 


and tend the samp fields that an- 
cestors had farmed for centuries. 


"You got Time magazine there, 


but I'm not sure it was the same 
T i m e magazine," 
said Dan. 


"Thinking back, I don't know that 
I realized the severity of the situ-

This is where Dan Bowes' Story 


changes. He came home to an 
America full of hatred for the 
United States role in Southeast 
Asia. 


That puzzled him. The people 


wearing stripes were not telling 
their soldiers that America did 
not want them in Vietnam. 


The home that Dan found was 


Chicago in 1968, a fun time for 
Democrats, yippies, hippies and 
Mayor Daley's men In blue. 


D A N LAUGHS now about 


watching some Chicago policemen 
wheel a man on his bicycle right 
into the Lincoln Park lagoon. 
Even tragedy had its comic mo- 
ments. 


The years did not get easier for 


America. There was the '1970 
spring of Kent State, Jackson 
S t a t e and so many college 
campuses Dan wonders whether 
we might see that again. 


Dan set about starting his new 


life. He enrolled at Northeastern 
Illinois University In 1968 and 


claimed a bachelor's degree in so- 
ciology four years later. 


He wanted a career in ocean- 


ography. Forget that 


"The economy began going 


downhill and government spend- 
ing got cut back," Dan remem- 
bered "Science research was at 
an all-time low." 


So Dan Bowes became a car- 


penter. 


Now, he is 31 
"I can't believe some mothers 


and fathers had to send their sons 
over there (Southeast Asia)," Dan 
said. "After it's all done, they've 
got a flag to hang in the window 
and Vietnam is the same . . . or 
worse than it was " 


HE WONDERS why it didn't 


seem to matter In Vietnam when 
Bobby Kennedy and Martin Lu- 
ther King were killed. 


"People in the States got pretty 


shook up," Dan said. "It just 
dfdn't seem to register overseas. 


Dan Bowes has seen his country 


grow la' the past dozen yeans. 
Much of It has been good, some 
painful 


"In the 'I like Ike' days, people 


were satisfied to sit back and lis- 
ten to Ike's golf score," Dan said. 
"Now, people are active If they 
want change, they're willing to 
speak foF it They're conscious of 
voting and issues." 


AND SO IT goes each day for 


Dan Bowes who wanted to become 
an oceanographer but found him- 
self a carpenter. 


That's not so bad. It keeps his 


wife, Ellen, and their family in 
food. 


As Dan says, "Who wants to be 


educated just to be smart? We've 
got a whole generation of smart 
people who can't do anything. It's 
unbelievable."

Two" will carry the conference's 
pride a bit farther than the other "Big 
Two" did in postseason football ad- 
ventures. 


Michigan, runnerup to undefeated 


Indiana during the Big Ten's regular 
season despite winning 14-of-18 
games, toppled Big Eight champion 
Missouri, 95-88, Saturday to win' the 
Midwest regional. Indiana, the No. 1 
ranked team all season, methodically 
mowed down No. 2 ranked Marquette 
65-56 to win the Mideast regional. 


The' other two NCAA semifinal 


berths went'to defending champion 
UCLA, an 82-66 victor over Arizona in 
the West regional, and third-ranked 
Rutgers, a 91-75 winner over VMI in 
the East regional. 


The. four survivors will gather this 


weekend In'Philadelphia, with the two 
semifinal games Saturday and the 
championship game Monday night. 


Michigan could not match Missouri 


guard Willie Smith but the Tigers did 
not posess the overall bench to match 
the Wolverines. And one man does not 
a team, nor champion, make. 


Smith scored 43 points but was neu- • 


traiized late in the game by reserve 
guard Dave Baxter, a defensive move 
by Coach Johnny Orr which enabled 
Michigan to gain the final four for the

Shoemaker gives recital 
when he rides his horse 


It was April 20, 1949. Golden Gate 


Fields was conducting the 23rd day of 
its race meeting, and the starters 
were'loading a field of $3,000 plating 
horses in the gate for a six-furlong 
dash. 


Trainer George Reeves, wjx> had 


one of the horses entering that race, 
also had a problem. Shatter V had 
beaten this same company a couple of 
weeks before, and figured to again. 
George Reeves needed a price more 
than he needed the purse. Shatter V 
would go off the favorite unless he 
could change the conditions slightly to 
cool the bettors. So he took veteran 
Jockey R. 3. Martin off her and substi- 
tuted an exercise boy. " 


Shatter V went off at lfl-1 and won 


by three lengths. George Reeves got 
•Ui price. And launched • legend. 


It was probably the last time any- 


body shopping for a price put Bill 
Shoemaker in the irons. That was 
29,203 races ago. Shoe has won 7,000 
races since then. But nobody thought 
the rider had anything to do with the 
result that day 27 years ago, least of 
all the stewards, who called Reeves 
on the carpet.,The trainer had a dead 
fit horse on his hands who could have 
won with a fat Indian aboard, but 
they wondered why he took a chance 
with a kid who had been in only two 
races up to that time. 


The stewards never did like the way 


Bill Shoemaker rode a horse. For one 
thing, he never hit one of them. When 
they won, they won with their ears 
pricking, wWch\ meant they were still 
full of run. When they lost, they lost 
with their ears pricking, too. So the 
stewards were constantly upset. They 
liked to see a horse going over the 
finish line with Its tongue hanging out, 
staggering, and lathered in a foamy 
sweat. 


Arcaro, Westrope, Neves, Atkinson, 


all the great riders of the era, used to 
bring a hone home In filets, 1,500 
pounds of frightened, bullied flesh. At- 
kinson was known as "The Slasher." 
Shoemaker brought a horse home as 
If it were a date. 


"That boy rides him like it was a 


bus!" the stewards once protested to 
George Reeves. But when Shoemaker 
won a record 218 races that first year 
as an apprentice, the criticisms slow- 
ed. Many years later, I talked to 
George Reeves about those early 
days: 


"The first horse Shoe ever rode, 


Ike's Glory, was quite a bit over- 
matched, so Shoe didn't persevere 
much with him," he recalled. "Shoe 
had an awful habit of sitting still on a 
horse. It was hard to get him to whip 
a horse at the finish. He figured the 
thing to do was to hold him together 
and hand-ride him in. The stewards 
bated it. But the horses loved it. I was 
constantly being called in by the stew- 
ards, once when I had a horse called 
Butter Wafer who was close three or 
four times in races. I got hold of Shoe 
and said, 'Bill, this horse is a little 
faint-hearted' Bill didn't say any- 
thing, but he took the horse and won 
by a nose In the stretch, Bill never 
moved. The stewards almost had a 
stroke. This horse was a favorite, and 
it looked like he wasn't trying. They 
called me in. 'Supposing this norm 
got beat?' they yelled at me. 'That 
boy didn't make a move on him!' I 
said, 'Well, how many times has this 
horse lost close ones? He loses by a 
nose with a boy whipping and jum- 
ping all over him. Maybe this is the 
way to ride a horse.' " 


It obviously was — and is. BUI Shoe- 


maker Is clearly the greatest race ri- 
der ever to get on a horse. His career 
Is a lesson to everyone who ever 
thought he had to slug or crawl or 
shout or snarl — or slash — his way 
to success. 


Riding a race horse is a little like 


playing a grand piano. You've got to 
have the touch of a concert artist. The 
only communication between horse 
and rider is through the hands and 
reins. A horse can tell a great deal 
about a rider by how he jerks and 
cramps a rein. 


The late George Reeves always 


thought this was where Bill Shoe- 
maker had an edge on every jockey 
who ever lived. "He never put a horse 
in a gate with his heart popping and 
sweat pouring out of him. You can al- 
most feel the horse thinking, 'Hey, 
this guy ain't gonna hurt me.' His 
horse is more apt to be standing still 
and ready to run than the whole field, 
and to get out of the gate last and 
straight. Then, he always knows when 
to give a horse a breathing spell, usu- 
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ally about a hundred yards from the 
wire. You got to know just when to do 
this, because if you get beat that way, 
you catch hell from the judges. Shoe 
is. a master at giving his horses, a 
breather." 


In abort, when maestro Shoemaker 


sits down to play Us horse, he gets 
the "Moonlight Sonata." Lesser riders 
get "Chopsticks." Shoemaker gives a 
recital, an artist In the saddle, Horo- 
witz In a concerto, Koufax In a no- 


hitter. Hepburn playing a school- 
marm. He does what he does without 
conscious effort. 


"He rides a horse as if it were a 


swan," the late Hy Schneider used to 
say. "He can go on till he's 80. He 
makes everybody else look as if they 
were driving a truck." If you win one 
out of every four races you ride over 
27 years, you wonder why the rest of 
those guys don't ship their whips and 
romance their horses, too.

Bailey loses biggest case to a novice

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The 


bank robbery trial of Patricia Hearst 
pitted a theatrical million-dollar law- 
yer against a low-key, relative novice 
in bis first major case. 


The novice won. 
Miss Hearst's famous attorney, F. 


, Lee Bailey, and his staff were virtual- 
ly positive she had been found in- 
nocent when the, jury sent word Satur- 
day it reached a verdict after only 1% 
days of deliberation. 


"A quick decision is usually good 


news in a trial of this length," said 
Bailey. 


But the often-criticized prosecutor, 


James L. Browning Jr, appointed by 
then-President Richard Nixon as U S 
attorney for Northern California and 
basically an administrator for seven 
years, smiled confidently as he sat 
down for the verdict. 


THE VERDICT hinged chiefly-on 


whether the seven-woman, five-man 
Jury believed'Miss Hearst's story of 
being forced into the robbery by her 
Symbionese Liberation 
Army kid- 


napers, but at least one juror com- 
mented on the lawyers. 


"Personally, I like Bailey, but at 


times I thought he got over-dramat- 


ic," said Philip Crabbe, 35, a post of- 
fice employe with three children and 
a wife who is an apartment manager. 


"I was very impressed with him, 


but not to the point where it affected 
my thinking. Browning at times didn't 
seem that well organized, but he 
came across well"

Abuse rises here: MEG director 
Cocaine now the 'in' drug

Cocaine is replacing pot and pills as 


the new "in" drug among Northwest 
suburban users, 
an antinarcotics 


agency official says. 


In fact, cocaine fe-becoming so fash- 


ionable it is now "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 


"There's a terrific increase" in sub- 


urban drug abuse, says the head of 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He says PCP, an animal tranquil- 


izer, and heroin also are very popu- 
lar. 


AND OF THE type of dealer he 


faces in the suburbs, Hinchy says, 
"his father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school teacher, 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." ' 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations in 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since then it's reached a 
peak in late 1973 with pills, and now 
we see an increase in this coke (co- 
caine) which I think is taking the 
place of pills." 


Cocaine comes from the extract of 


ground coca plant leaves and in its 
refined form is a white powder. 


Users "snsrt" the powder to got 


high, but Hinchy disagrees with argu- 
ments that the drug is rtonaddictive. 
'There are poeple that are so cok«- 
addicted that they're shooting it to liq- 
uid form, graduating from the snort." 


"We're not talking about some kid 


that got a $10 hit and is selling it to a 
friend for $10. We're talking about the 
people that are in it to make money," 
Hinchy says. 
. He explains, that dope deals 
frequently involved the exchange of 
$10,000 or more, and MEG agents 
have been going after the big time 
traffickers in an effort to keep the 
supply in check. 


RECENTLY UNDERCOVER agents 


arrested two Chicago men described 
as "lieutenants" in a major North and 
Northwest suburban cocaine oper- 
ation. 


Eight ounces of the substance was. 


purchased in the deal, a quantity that 
would have brought $100,000 on the 
street, Hincy says. 


Of the illicit narcotics coming into 


the area, Hinchy says most cocaine is 
smuggled in by air from its source in 


South America, through Mexico. 


He says dealers frequently use 


"mules" or runners to go down to dis- 
tribution points in south and south- 
western states and bring shipments 
'back. Agents'often "end up apprehend- 
ing the runners carrying narcotics 
while the dealer remains unknown. 


Hinchy says the drug problem will 


grow even more serious if the agency 
is forced to disband early next year 
because of lack of funding.

In fact, cocaine is becoming so fash- 


ionable it is now "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 


"There's a terrific increase" in sub- 


urban driig abuse, says the head of 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He says PCP, an animal tranquil- 


izer, and heroin also are very popu- 
lar. 


ANDNOF THE type of dealer he 


faces in the suburbs, Hinchy. says,' 
"his father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school teacher,- 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations in 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since then it's reached a 


. peak in late 1973 with pills, and now

Community values basis 
of Dist. 25 spending cuts

After weeks of hearings, on what to 


do about the financial crisis in Arling- 
ton HeieMs Dist. 25, the school board 
finally made a decision — close one 
school, cut programs, reduce the 
teaching staff and ask voters to ap- 
prove a tax hike this spring. 


These decisions were based in part 


on information gleaned from the pub- 
lic on these issues, said Board Pres. 
William Beck. "We want to solve the 
problem in relationship to the hier- 
archy of values in the community." 


The hearings were in response to 


recommendations "from 
consultants 


Booz, Allen and Hamilton who pre- 
dicted a 31 per cent drop in enroll- 
ment by 1984 resulting in a drastic re- 
duction in revenue because state aid 
is based in part on student attend- 
ance. Consultants figured that by 1934 
the district would have a $3.9 million 
deficit. 
. 


WHILE THE GENERAL recom-, 


mendations submitted by consultants 
were followed, the board's specific ac- 
tions vary, based oh the board's own 
assessment of the district's needs and 
the community's values. 


The consultant's report was basical- 


ly an analysis of the enrollment and

financial situation in the district with 
some general alternatives. The report 
said, "here's the nature of our prob- 
lem," said Beck. It was then "the 
board's job to solve the problem."

But board members found lhat the 


community places a high priority on 
neighborhood schools. Only 
North 


School, one of the district's oldest fa- 
cilities, will close this year. 


•REALIZING 
THAT schools will 


have to be closed in the future as en- 
rollment declines.the board decided to 
keep schools open as long as fiscally 
possible. "We agreed to hold on,to the 
neighborhood school concept as long 
as it.was not making large sacrifices 
in areas affecting the quality of edu- 
cation just to keep schools open," said 
Beck.

THE BOARD ALSO received con- 


flicting opinions on the transfering of 


sixth graders to elementary schools. 
Some parents and school officials fa- 
vored keeping students in the junior 
highs where program alternatives are 
wider and classes are more special- 
ized. Others thought transfering sixth 
graders to elementary schools would 
be a 'good idea- because some sixth 
graders are not socially and emotion- 
ally mature enough to cope with the 
junior high atmosphere. 


The board decided to maintain the 


present grade level structure, with 
sixth graders in the junior highs, at 
least for the 1976-77 school year. 


In the future, the board may have 


to consider closing junior high schools 
because they are the most costly to 
operate, said Beck. If several junior 
highs must be closed, it "would mean 
moving sixth graders back to ele- 
mentary schools," he said. 


A large reduction in the teaching 


staff, also was recommended by the 
consultants since teacher salaries 
make up the bulk .of a school budget. 
Consultants recommended the district 
boost class size,from the current 25 
students per teacher to an average of 
30 students. 


• But both parents and teachers spoke 
out against large classes.

With the end of the primary cam- 


paign, Republican party officials in 
Cook County will turn their attention 
this week to an issue that has been on 
the back-burner since November — 
choosing a permanent successor to 
former Cook County Central Com- 
mittee Chairman Floyd Fulle.

At that time, 
the GOP leaden will decide whether 
to elect Louis Kasper, committeeman 
for Chicago's 35th Ward, to a full two- 
year term as chairman. 


Kaaper, who was Fulle's deputy be- 


fore the former chairman was forced 
from office by federal felony con- 
viction, has held the chairman's post 
on an interim basis since November.' 
The question facing the party leaders 
win be whether to give Kasper the job 
until after the 1978 primary election. 


80 FAR, THE "contest" for the 


chairmanship is shaping up as a non- 
contest, with Harold Tyrrell, Proviso 


Township committeeman and county 
commissioner, keeping his own coun- 
sel about whether to resume the chal- 
lenge to Kasper which failed last No- 
vember. 


Tyrrell, who withdrew from the 


race to succeed Fulle at the last min- 
ute after it was agreed Kasper would 
be named interim chairman only, said 
last week he would "seriously consid- 
er" running against Kasper this time. 


Other potential candidates for the 


chairmanship include Lyons Township 
Commttteeman George Burditt, who 
carried the party standard against 
Sen.

Georgia copter crash kills 7 GIs 


BLAIRSVILLE, Ga. (UPI) - Seven 


soldiers were found dead Sunday in 
the wreckage of an Army helicopter 
atop a north Georgia mountain. An in- 
jured soldier managed to walk off the 
mountain and search crews found a 
ninth soldier wandering in the dense 
undergrowth. 


The bodies of the victims, who were 


stationed at Fort Benning, Ga., were 
found about noon atop Aiken mountain 
in the Chattahoochee National Forest, 
24 h o u r s after their 
helicopter 


slammed into the mountaintop while 
on a training mission. 


The wreckage was located after one 


soldier, Shawn Patterson, 18, of Nor- 
folk, Va., walked 2Vi miles down the 
mountain to a house and notified au- 
thorities. Patterson was hospitalized 
in guarded condition with fractured 
ribs, facial contusions and a possible 
fractured pelvis. 


\ 


The missing soldier, whose identity 


was not immediately released, was 
spotted by a helicopter pilot and 
ground search crews were directed to 
him. "He looks in pretty good shape," 


one searcher radioed back to author- 
ities. 


Officials said he apparently tried to 


walk out with Patterson but did not 
make it. He was taken to a hospital 
for tests. 


The names of the victims were 


being withheld pending notification'of 
relatives. 
" 


Patterson said he and the other sur- 


vivor slept in their ponchos Saturday 
night and tried to walk down the 
mountain early Sunday. "He just 
couldn't make it so I went on," he 
said from his hospital bed. 


"The only thing I remember is the 


chopper hitting the trees and cracking 
up," said Patterson. "It was so foggy. 
The pilot could see the mountain but 
he could not see how. tall the trees 
were and that's what got him." 


Dr. P. A. Smith said Patterson was 


"in damn good shape or he wouldn't 
be aHve." 


Union County Sheriff Harlan Dun- 


can, who led the rescue team to the 
crash site, said the helicopter crashed 
on top of the mountain and "flipped 
on its back." He said debris was scat- 
tered down the mountainside. Three 


of the bodies were found in the wreck- 
age and four were scattered outside. 


In another copter crash Saturday, 


three Army crewmen from Ft. Camp- 
bell, Ky. were killed when a Huey 
helicopter crashed during a thunders- 
torm while participating in a field 
training exercise. 


Maj. Frank McGourty, Ft. Camp- 


bell public information officer, said 
there were no survivors of the acci- 
dent, which killed the pilot, co-pilot 
and crew chief. 


He identified the pilot as Capt. Wil- 


liam L. Allen, 32, and the co-pilot ta 
W. 0. George Reynolds, 24. The Iden- 
tity of the crew chief was withheld 
pending notification of close relatives.

Monroe 'hooked on sex? 


Media gives princess royal lashing 


LONDON (UPI) — Britain's news- 


papers took off the gloves Sunday for 
a bout of public criticism of Princess 
Margaret of a kind rarely directed at 
the royal family. 


One spoke of "Princess Margaret's 


young lover" and said "her new ro- 
mance" was responsible for the break 
up of her 16-year marriage to Lord 
Snowdon, the former Antony-Arm- 
Strong Jones. 


The Queen's sister and her photo- 


grapher husband announced their sep- 
aration Friday. The Observer news- 
paper said the couple's close friends 
assume the separation "to be only the 
first stage in an orderly progress to- 
wards divorce" in two years' time. 


Direct public critirsm of any mem- 


ber of the royal family is most unusu- 
al in Britain. Newspapers and maga- 
zines criticize, if at all, by innuendo 
or indirection or by citing monarchy 
baiters like Member of Parliament 
Willie Hamilton. 


But restraints dissolved Sunday in 


the wake of the separation announce- 
ment. Sunday newspapers were al- 
most unanimously critical.

"The public has the right to ques- 


tion whether Princess Margaret is 
setting the sort of example that is ex- 
pected from British royalty," said the 
Sunday People in an editorial which 
occupied its entire front page. 


"If her private life isn't going to 


measure up to the royal standard, 
wouldn't she be well advised to with- 
draw entirely from the royal family 
business?" it asked. 


The Sunday Mirror said that at 45, 


"Margaret will have to make it 
abundantly clear to everyone that she 
is not only ready but willing to turn 
her back on the frivolous, often bor- 
dering on irresponsible, social set 
which has fascinated her for so long." 


"Does she really imagine that from 


now on she will help the royal im- 
age?" asked a columnist in the Sun- 
day Express. 


"Especially if young Mr. Roddy 


Llewellyn, in jeans and sweatshirt, 


ends up, hands clasped behind his 
back, walking the statutory five paces 
behind?" 


The News of the World, in a copy- 


right dispatch, pinned the "lover" tag 
on Llewellyn, 28. It said ,the princess 
calls Kim "my darling angel" and 
that their love had transformed their 
lives. 


The newspaper also cited their va- 


cations on the Caribbean island of 
Mustique and Margaret's visits to 
Llewellyn's uppercrust "commune" in 
the English countryside. 


"Perhaps'most impetuous of all," 


The News of the World said, "Roddy 
made overnight visits to Margaret's 
home, Kensington Palace."

portedly once told an interviewer that 
she was "hooked on sex" the way an 
alcoholic is hooked on liquor or a jun- 
kie on drugs. "No sex is wrong if 
there's love in it," the late movie star 
was quoted as saying Sunday in pre- 
publication excerpts of a new book in 
the April issue of Ladies Home Jour- 
nal. Monroe made the remarks to 
British journalist William J. Weath- 
erby, who interviewed her between 
1960 and 1962, the year she died. 
Weatherby also wrote that Marilyn 
said she was having an affair with a 
Washington politician but she didn't 
identify him because "he's married."

'Amazing' dogs put the bite on 300 airport bombs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the tan- 


gled wreckage at LaGuardla Airport a 
German shepherd dog sniffed out a 
battery fragment that is one of the 
few clues to a terrorist blast that 
killed 11 persons. 


The Law Enforcement Assistance 


Administration, in a report rttoased 
Sunday, said the dog, named Brandy, 
waioneofthefirsttwodogsit 
trained to sack bomb* la a 113,000 pro- 
gram that txgaa In 1971. 


"B was really amastng" said Lt. 


Kenneth O'Neil, commander of the 
New York City bomb squad. "With an 
the sophisticated devices on the mar- 
ket here's 'man's best friend' doing as 
good or better a job." 


' The LEAA said dogs trained to 
smell bombs now patrol 18 major air- 
ports. Six •more airports are to get 
them soon, the LEAA said. 


To test the dogs, trainers have 


planted 800 explosives aboard air- 
craft, in coin lockers, on ramps and in 
parking areas. Hie LEAA said the 


dogs found all of them.

The dogs have been credited with 


saving lives. 


Brandy discovered a bomb on a 


TWA jet in 1872,12 minutes before it 
was timed to explode with 120 passen- 
gers aboard. 


The LEAA spent $400,000 since 1972 


training more dogs at Lackland Air 
Force Base, Tex. 


The Federal Aviation Adminis- 


tration now assigns the dogs. Its goal 
is to locate them so any threatened 


plane can reach one of the dog teams 
within 30 minutes, the LEAA said. 


Walter Korsgaard, FAA explosives 


specialist, says the odds are nearly 2 
to 1 the dogs will find a bomb before 
men do. The dogs can detect minute 
odors from explosives, that man can- 
not detect, and can search an area 
quicker. 


Another advantage of using dogs is 


they detect odors of explosives in 
boxes, 'baggage or furniture while 
men would have to open them at the 


risk of triggering the devices.

- • In Los Angeles, dogs located 37 
explosive devices and a number of 
weapons during six months in which 
they made searches in 450 alerts. 


• In Oakland, Calif., a team found

• A dog identified a letter bomb ad- 


dressed to former Los Angeles Mayor 
SamYorty.

to soon enter local politics, he said. 


"When that happens it will be al- 


most impossible for an independent 
candidate to be elected in a village- 
wide election," Griffin said. 


"It is also difficult to mount a cam- 


paign across the whole village," he 
said.

more effective in small classes, they 
said, because teachers can give more 
attention to the needs of students. 


THE BOARD opted for an average 


class size of 26.4 students with a re- 
duction of 43 teaching positions. 


A larger increase in class size may 


be necessary in the future if board 
members are placed in a position of 
having to chose between small classes, 
and other options available to them. 
"Most of us would say if we had a 
choice between closing a lot of other 
schools and cutting more programs, 
then let's let class size go up another 
notch or two," said Beck. 


One of the immediate actions rec- 


ommended by consultants was a cut- 
back in the district's educational pro- 
gram. The board went through its 
budget and made cuts in many areas, 
including general supplies and ser- 
vices, staff and services in counseling, 
the gifted program, guidance, psy- 
chological services, teaching services 
and instructional support staff. 


All these cost-saving 
measures 


probably won't cover the district's 
deficit for next year and certainly 
won't solve the district's future finan- 
cial ills as enrollment continues to 
drop along with revenue.

Residents say 
village violates 
grading codes

An Arlington Heights homeowner 


has charged village officials with vio- 
lating village codes that forbid grades 
on lots from being raised higher than 
the levels of adjacent lots. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Stenstrop, 416 


E. Hawthorne St., recently complain- 
ed to village trustees that the grades 
of two lots on Haddow Avenue, 
north of their home, were raised ille- 
gally and have caused continuous 
flooding hi their backyard. 


Village Engineer Allen Sander said 


that a grading plan for the lot imme- 
diately north of the Stenstrops' home 
has been developed that will alleviate 
the flooding problem once construc- 
tion has been completed. 


The Stenstrops disagree. 
"There never really has been any 


grading plan developed. There's noth- 
ing on record. No one can tell me 
What the elevations will be," Mrs. 
Stenstrop said. 


"The grades of the two lots, by 


regulation, should have never been 
allowed to have been raised," she 
said. 


The lot where the new home Is 


being built has been raised about 
three feet, except in the corners of the 
lot, she said. 


Sander said that the two lots have 


been raised in a step pattern so that 
none of the three homes involved will 
be endangered by flooding. 


"If we used a literal interpretation 


of the (grading) codes, we wouldn't 
be able to build on any piece of prop- 
erty in town," Sander said. 


"The only thing that would have 


satisfied the Stenstrops would have 
made the new house so low that it 
would have been susceptible to flood-' 
ing. We will not set any house so low. 
Right now there is no threat to any 
house. The Stenstrops may for an 
hour or two at a time have water 
standing," Sander said. 


Sander stressed that the intent of 


the grading codes is followed, but that 
a literal reading of the codes is not 
practicable. 


T r u s t e e s Richard Durava and 


Madeline Schroeder said the ordi- 
nances should be followed or rewrit- 
ten. 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan has 


directed the administration to submit 
an engineering report to the board at 
its meeting April 19.

EVEN WITH the cuts, the district 


will have to go deeper into deficit fi- 
nancing. This year, Dist 25 is selling 
tax anticipation warrants, borrowing 
against 27 per cent of next year's 
taxes. Next year its warrant position 
is expected to go up to 50 per cent. 


The sale of tax anticipation war- 


rants was a bitter pill to swallow for 
many Dist. 25 board members. The 
more warrants that are sold, the 
harder it will be for the district to 
cope with a future financial crisis. 
Several board members said they 
would accept the sale of warrants at 
the 50 per cent level only if the board 
accepted the consultant's recommen- 
dation to Increase taxes. 
> 


That increase, in the amount of 52 


cents per $100 in equalized assessed 
valuation, goes to the voters in a ref- 
erendum May 8. It will increase the 
average homeowner's taxes $52 per 
year, but it will generate only $1.1 
million in revenue for the district by 
the 1977-78 school year. 


Without that increase, school offi- 


cials say more drastic cuts in district 
expenses may be necessary. 


THE REFERENDUM is not an ul- 


timatum, said Beck. The district will 
survive without a tax increase, he 
said, but the defeat of the referendum 
will almost certainly mean more cuts 
in programs, larger classes and 
school closings sooner than antici- 
pated. 


The public can expect future boards 


to discuss many of the same topics 
that the district has wrestled with for 
the last four months. 


In a long-range planning statement, 


yet to be adopted, the board has out- 
lined some of the things it has learned 
in recent months to serve as a guide- 
line for future boards of education. 


"We achieved a degree of insight 


into the problem and alternative solu- 
tions that have to be shared with fu- 
ture boards," said Beck. "It would be 
better for a future board to have this 
assessment of the problems and the 
community's values than to start 
from scratch and "make the wheel all 
over again."

Circus fiasco 
teaches lesson 


The recent circus ticket fiasco 


in the Village of Wheeling should 
be a lesson to every community 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


That village's Bicentennial 


commission agreed to sell 4,000 
tickets for the Shrine Circus in 
Chicago to village residents as a 
fund raising project. The com- 
mission ended up selling only 
half that number, and the vil- 
lage board voted to purchase the 
remaining tickets and give them 
away at taxpayers' expense. 


The "free" tickets went to per- 


sons from throughout the area 
and cost the village more than 
$7,500. 


Since the fiasco, one village 


board member has called for the 
resignation of the Bicentennial 
commission chairman because 
she did not handle the affair in a 
"businesslike method." 


We feel the prime target for 


criticism in this matter should 
be the village board for'its in- 
ability to keep track of what is 
happening with its commissions. 
The board also should have 
checked the village's liability 
before it gave the commission 
the right to take on this project. 


Village officials played an im- 


portant role in the ticket fiasco, 
and they must share the blame 
since they are responsible for 
overseeing decisions made by 
appointed commissions. 


As one trustee put it: "If it's 


the fault of the trustees, we 
should chalk it up to experience 
and set guidelines so it never 
happens again." 


There is a lesson for officials 


of all communities to learn from 
this mistake 
when planning 


events for the Bicentennial or 
any civic observances. 


Housing plan for our

Physically handicapped adults 


face a variety of torturous prob- 
lems in our fast-paced society, 
and one of them is a lack of 
housing in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


We're pleased to report that 


two groups — the recently 
formed Over the Rainbow Assn. ' 
and Clearbrook Center of Roll- 
ing Meadows — are actively 
seeking to create such housing. 


Physically handicapped adults 


currently must be cared for at 
home or in facilities far distant 
from the area. There's a need 
for housing to permit such per- 
sons to be closer to family and 
friends. 


The Over the Rainbow Assn. is 


proposing a facility to handle 
adults whose primary handicap 
is physical. Clearbrook's pro- 


posed residence will accept both 
mentally and physically dis- 
abled adults but will not handle 
as seriously physically disabled 
residents as will Over the Rain- 
bow. 


The goals of both organiza- 


tions are still far from attain- 
ment. It would be wise for them 
and other interested groups to 
get together to discuss the 
area's needs and how the two or- 
ganizations' efforts can com- 
plement each other.

Family helps settle 
Kit Carson's hometown 


Robert Goode Rockwell of Arlington Heights wrote to Ms father, 


Roy Elwood Rockwell of La Junta, Colo., who will be 01 years old 
this Bicentennial year, for details of a family story he had heard in 
childhood. .With new Insight, Bob relates how and why his dad's 
family settled in southeastern Colorado.

Daniel Webster .Rockwell (my grandfather) wu born In Pike, 


N.Y., in 1844 and so was just old enough to have served in all of the 
Civil War, Including Sherman's March to the Sea. 


Following the war, ha married Laura Sophia Harriott, and togeth- 


er they migrated westward and homesteaded in northwestern Kan- 
sas near what is now Logan. In 1889 their first child was born — a 
girl, my Aunt Clara — and then every three years another child, 
until In 1885 my dad, Roy, their sixth child, was bdrn. 


Sorely affected by the depression and drought of 1890, they moved 


with five of their six children to Colorado (Aunt Clara had married 
at age 16). In leaving Kansas, they traveled by covered wagon and 
"shank's ponies" - that is, on their own legs. For food, they de- 
pended on the kindness of farmers along the way, plus any wild 
game they could get. One of their meals my dad remembers well 
from age 5 was a main course of prairie dog. 


THE FAMILY lived for a time in Greeley, Colo., later In Ordway, 


then In Catlin (later renamed Manzanola). When the Rockwells 
finally settled in La Junta, Colo., my grandmother announced that 
after 30 years she was through pioneering! 


Aunt Clara joined them, and my grandfather became a car-repair 


carpenter with the Santa Fe Railroad, which had arrived in La 
Junta in 1876, the Centennial year. Today the area around their 
homesite is shown on the city plats as the "Rockwell addition." 


My grandfather lived on in La Junta until 1913, while my grand- 


mother lived until 1927, so I recall her quite vividly. But the quiet, 
little old lady I knew, always dressed In white, belied the vibrant, 
pioneering spirit in her heart, • necessary pert of 19th century 
living. ^

ALTHOUGH MY father's first journey was by covered wagon and 


shank's pony, his subsequent travels Included hdrse-and-buggy, 
horsedrawn jitney taxi (5 cents), horseless carriage, bicycle, steam 
and diesel trains, single-prop open-cockpit airplane through four-jet 
airliner, plus various watercraft from canoe to large Puget Sound 
auto ferry — all in all, a microcosm of transportation changes in 
America.

La Junta, in Spanish "a meeting place," had been founded near a 


Cheyenne and Kiowa trail crossing. Bent's Fort was established 
there in 1816 at the, point where the Santa Fe Trail crossed the 
Arkansas River. 


Shortly thereafter, a teen-age boy, Kit Carson, arrived on the 


scene and became the fort's bison hunter to provide fresh meat. He 
married a Cheyenne, and although he traveled extensively in the 
West, he returned to the La Junta area for his last years. 


HIS GRANDDAUGHTER, Anna Carson, was in my nigh school 


class, and his grandson, Kit Carson in, was two years ahead of us. 
As a teen-age paper route carrier, I had to go Into the Carson home 
quite often. It was fascinating to see many of the same pictures of 
Kit Carson that are in history books, but in their original form. 


Today La Junta's main hotel is the "Kit Carson," and nearby 


Bent's Fort is to be dedicated this year as a National Historical 
Site, which, along with the Koshare Indian Ceremonial Dancers, 
makes a visit to southeastern Colorado memorable and worthwhile.

First Federal of Chicago 
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Women challenge 
patriarchal church 


(This is the first of • 4-part series on the changing 


role of women In the Christian church. Today staff 
writer Monica Perln examines the currently con- 
trovenlal Issue* of the ordination of women and sex- 
ist language In church literature. The. series will 
take in-depth looks at the Roman Catholic and Lu- 
theran denominations, and more briefly report on 
the Methodist and Presbyterian churches.)

If women's liberation has been a touchy Issue In 


political and economic circles, such a description 
can only be an understatement when applied to the 
religious sphere. 


The Christian church has been described by many 


concerned women as the most oppressive of all in- 
stitutions in discriminating against women; indeed, 
almost cutting them out of God's plan altogether ex- 
cept for serving the human needs of mortal men. 


On the other hand, defenders of the subjugation of 


women in the church (and often, in society as well) 
consider, such a role to be God's plan for women and 
thus, unchallengeable. 


"As in all the churches of the saints, 
the women should keep silence in the 
churches. For they are not permitted 
to speak, but should be subordinate, 
as even the law says." (I Cor. 14:34) 


Both positions are based on their advocates' under- 


standing of the complex historical-cultural settings 
of the Bible, 2000 years of church tradition and re- 
sulting interpretations of key Bible passages. 
^Some religious conservatives say women should 
not take leadership roles in the church because Bib- 
lical leaders were men, while women were assigned 
domestic roles. However, many Bible scholars point 
out that the Jewish society of the Old, Testament was 
an authoritarian patriarchy, with rigid manmade 
laws considered necessary for survival among 'alien 
societies. The Christian church was born amid this ' 
culture. 


RECENTLY the Evangelical Women's Caucus, a 


group representing conservative Protestant denomi- 
nations, Joined more liberal theologians in decrying 
the "absolutizing" of the patriarchal Biblical cul- 
ture. 


"We cannot assume patriarchy is the will of God 


for all people in all times and all places," they said. 
They pointed to several Biblical practices that have 
since been repudiated by the church: the divine right 
of kings, slavery'and women covering their heads 
with veils in church. 


Moreover, there were a number of early Hebrew- 


Christian women who distinguished themselves in 
non-domestic roles: Huldah, prophetess and adviser 
to King Josiah of Judah;-Sheer ah, architect of three 
cities; Deborah, prophetess and judge; Phoebe, a 
"minister" and "ruler" of the early church, later 
translated "servant," "deaconess" and "helper"; 
Priscilla, a Christian teacher and friend of the 
Apostle Paul; and Tabitha or "Dorcas," who was 
referred to as a "disciple" and was raised from the 
dead by Peter in the first such miracle by one of the 
Apostles. 


Feminists say these Biblical women and their roles 


have been ignored in the teachings of the male-domi- 
nated church, leaving women without strong female 
role models and burying important precedents for 
female participation in the church. 


Most of the controversy, however, settles around 


the Apostle Paul. Much of the tradition of limiting 
women's roles has been based on literal inter- 
pretations of such Pauline statements as "the head 
of the woman is her husband" (I Cor. 11) and "the 
women should keep silence in the churches" (I Cor. 
14 and I Tim. 2). 


BUT MANY BIBLICAL scholars of various denom- 


inations argue against the "face va)ue" of these

statements on the basis of translation, context and 
other Pauline statements. 


For example, the Corinthian injunction against 


women speaking out in church awkwardly interrupts 
a lengthy discussion of spiritual expression — not 
suppression. In ancient manuscripts, according to 
theologian Ruth Hoppin, the statement comes at the 
end of the chapter, indicating much less emphasis. 
Moreover, women such as Priscilla already were 
teaching in the church and serving as prophets — 
leaders with authority to interpret the faith. 


Bible scholars also point out that Paul, a strict 


Jew, was struggling between social tradition and his 
radically new theology. Thus, he inconsistently ad- 
monished women to be silent on the basis of Jewish 
law while at other times arguing against the validity 
of the law and declaring, 


"There is neither Jew nor Greek, neither slave nor 


free, neither male nor female; for you are all one in 
Christ Jesus." (Gal. 3) 


The latter was expressed as a universal theological 


truth, while the other comments were directed to 
specific congregations in reference to specific prob-> 
lems they were experiencing. Yet, laments Lutheran 
theologian Margaret Sittler Ermarth, the antiwomen 
comments have been absolutized by the church. 


CONSTANCE PARVEV, another Lutheran 'theo- 


logian, adds that at the time of Paul's early writ- 
ings; which includes Corinthians and Galattans, the 
followers of Christ expected His second coming im- 
minently. 
- • 


"Because of this sense of the urgency of the end 


times, a new and radically equivalent role of women 
and men together in Christ was forged," she says. 


But by the time Paul wrote the letter to Timothy, 


in which he reverted again to the "keep silent" in- 
junction against women, it was apparent the end was 
not to come so soon. So the church, Parvey says, 
dug in its heels for a long wait, and in the process 
b e c a m e " c a u t i o u s and conservative," in- 
stitutionalizing Paul's temporary ethics. 
• But if Paul is a problem, women rally round Christ 
as perhaps the first non-male-chauvinist. He always 
treated women with respect, they say, even when it 
was culturally unpopular to do so, as in the case of 
the prostitute. Moreover, in going to the homes of 
women such as Mary and Martha, and In affirming 
Mary's right to learn rather than Martha's domestic 
activities, He opened the way for women to study the

scriptures — something only men could do in Jewish 
tradition. 
v 


IN ADDITION, the disciple Luke seems to have 


been much more sensitive to equal treatment and 
education for women. Luke's Greek culture allowed 
women much greater equality than did Judaeism. In 
his presentation of the parables, Luke always told 
two stories illustrating each -point: one story using 
male roles and one using female roles, thus making 
his teaching understandable to both sexes. 


While Luke went to such lengths to make his part 


of the Bible bisexual in language, the rest of it, 
church feminists charge, has been rendered sexist 
by male translators and interpreters. Partially on 


RELIGIOUS ART has seldom portrayed woman of 
the Bible other than the Virgin Mary. Even spiritual 


beings have usually been pictured as males. Hero El 


, Sreco depicts -Apostles Peter and Paul. 


these grounds many scholars dispute the argument 
that women were created subordinate to men. 


The Genesis 1 account of creation states that "God 


created Adam (meaning "mankind," sometimes 
translated "man") in his own image . . . male and 
female he created them." This statement, according 
to Harvard theologian Phyllis Bird, is decidedly bi- 
sexual, with no sexual order or priority. 


The Gen. 2 account, which describes woman being 


made from Adam's rib, "recognizes woman as the 
man's equal,".Bird says, because the Hebrew word 
for "helper" 'carries no status connotations but 
means "corresponding to." 


Moreover, she says, the Gen. 3 account of Adam 


and Eve's sin and its outcome, which has been used 
to consign women to the role of child-bearing as pun- 
ishment, is misinterpreted. 


"IT IS A CRIME of disobedience . . . committed 


by both man and woman. The order of their trans- 
gressing is unimportant. .. Mankind's suffering was 
(misinterpreted) as punishment." 


Hoppin, terming Gen. 3:16 "flagrantly, mis- 


translated from the original Hebrew," translates it 
this way: "A snare (the serpent, not "I", meaning 
God) hath increased thy sorrow and sighing (not 
"conception"); in sorrow thou will bring forth chil- 
dren (a prediction, not a punishment); Thou, art 
turning away (from God) to thy husband (not "Thy 
desire shall be to thy husband," the origin of the lust 
connotation); And he will rule over you" (a pre- 
diction, not a' command.) 


Other examples of sexist language in the Bible, 


according to Hoppin: The men and women who pro- 
phesied on Pentecost are termed "these 
men"; 


Junia, a woman, is, lumped with Andronicus, a man, 


as "men of note among the apostles"; the Greek text 
of John speaks about "children of God," which was 
translated "sons of God." 


All of this is the field on which the different de- 


nominations of the Christian church are struggling 
with what some call "the woman problem." At the 
crux of the debate now are two issues: the ordination 
of women and sexist language in church literature.

Where they stand 


The Roman Catholic and Episcopal churches and 


the Missouri Synod Lutherans are the only major 
denominations that still do not officially ordain wom- 
en, although there is currently much activity in that 
direction among the Catholics and Episcopalians. 


The Presbyterian and Methodist churches have 


been ordaining women since the 1950s. The United 
Church of Christ and other churches of Congrega- 
tional tradition ordain women. - 


The Baptist church never restricted ordination to 


men, and in the late 1960s took steps to promote the' 
ordination of women. 


The Church of the Brethren also admits women to 


clerical roles, although it traditionally has not had a 
doctrine of ordination.

As a < 
child I bad frequent lore threats and weak tonsils. I try to take the 
best care of my children's health as I can. 


My sen became sick OB Monday and on Tfeiday he was a little 


worn. He said Us throat did not hurt. ThenTOdMiday morning he 
tried to eat Ms breakfast and he couldn't swallow, so I took him 
right over to the doctor. Hew can a child get that sick so fast and 
not complain? I feel very helpless and bewildered. I asked the 
doctor and he Just said U was a bad sore throat and that he hadn't 
seen such a case in years. 


The term quinsy is used for the development of an abscess, 


around the tonsil as a complication of a severe sore throat, usually 
a strep throat. The tissue around the tonsil area is fairly loose and 
an abscess can form and become quite large. It may produce sev- 
ere swelling of the neck. Certainly it's enough to cause difficulty for 
a child in swallowing. 


The usual nature of quinsy is to cause a sudden change in Illness 


Just as you described. The child may be getting along very well 
with an ordinary sore throat and then have a sudden marked swell- 
Ing of the throat, difficulty in swallowing, fever' and evidence of 
severe illness. Just keep in mind that it is simply an abscess and it , 
is caused by an infection. It can be treated and it is not that ' 
dangerous today because of the treatments which are available. 


This was once a dreaded and fairly frequent complication of strep 


throat, but since strep throats are largely controlled today with 
antibiotics, It is seldom seen. That's why your doctor said he hadn't 
seen such a case for years. 


TOUR SON DID not inherit quinsy from you. It is an infection 


caused by bacteria. What your doctor probably meant was that 
your son Inherited a tendency to throat infections which allowed 
him to get the sore throa1, to begin with. It is true that some people 
seem to be more resistant to infections than others, but he exact 
reasons for this are not always clear.

Visiting an old friend, I was puzzled to see a dleffenbachia atop a 
dresser in her bedroom. Her grandchild had been over the day 
before and she'd forgotten to move it back to its regular spot. She 
said the leaves were poisonous (and so were poinsettias and azaleas 
and so on) and that was why the plant was up there. How do I get 
brought up to date? — Monica Nissen 


Go to the library and ask/for books on the subject by J. M. 


Klngsbury. They're the best in this field. It is surprising how many 
people are unaware that nature has played a trick on us in that 
some of our loveliest plants are actually lethal. Some have poison 
in the leaves, some in the bulbs, some in the foliage. Among the 
house plants are elephant ear and caladium as well as the three 
your friend mentioned. 


The outdoor poison crop Includes lantana, sweet pea, lily of the 


valley, on and on. I think oleander is the worst. A wiener toasted on 
an oleander branch can actually be fatal. Go get one of the Kings- 
bury books. You'll get educated fast. 


Dear Dorothy: How do you remove the line after a hem has been

If the line isn't abraded, dampen the line with white vinegar and 


iron on the wrong side. If that doesn't work, you can sew on some 
braid or such and put some also on the cuffs or around the ar- 
mholes and it won't look like a patch-up job.

SOUND? 


There are many ways we commu- 


nicate with each other, and perhaps 
the easiest way is with sound. Differ- 
ent sounds produce words; and many 
words, when put together, produce a 
sounds, however, that communicate 
thought or idea. There are other 
ideas without using words. The wail of 
a siren is one of these, and the idea it 
projects is one of urgency. 


Our world is engulfed in a sea,of 


sound. Sounds of the city, sounds, of 
the country and even the ever-so-soft 
sounds of the desert at night. Sounds 
can be soothing and pleasant, or they 
can be harsh and irritating. Some- 
times sound can even be downright 
painful. The high-pithed wail of a si- 
ren can be classed as an irritating 
sound. It Joes its job, however — it 
gets your attention. 


Experiments with sound go back 


hundreds of years. In the late 1700s 
John Robison discovered that a jet of 
air forced through a small hole in a

piece of metal would produce a musi- 
cal sound. In 1819 the French physi- 
cist Charles Cagniard de la Tour used 
Robison's idea and produced a disk 
with numerous boles in it. By forcing 
thin streams of air through these 
holes, he could produce numerous 
sounds. Using this disk he found he 
could determine the frequency of any 
pitch. He called the disk a siren. 


One type 'of siren in use today is 


directly related to this early siren. It 
consists of two cylinders, one inside 
the other, somewhat like one tin can 
inside a slightly larger tin can. The 
ends of the cylinders, or tin cans, 
have boles punched in them. As the 
outside cylinder revolves around the 
inner cylinder, air is forced in. When 
the holes in the cylinders are lined up, 
the stream of air passing through 
them emits a noise. 


An electric motor controls the speed 


of the outer cylinder, and by speeding 
up and slowing down it produces a 
wailing tone. If the siren is on a police 
oar or fire truck, the speed of the cyl- 
inder can be controlled from inside 
the vehicle. 
.Newer types of sirens emit sounds 
that are produced electronically. 
While the sounds produced are much 
the same, the electronic sirens have 


fewer moving parts and will last long- 
er than the cylinder type. 
V 


.Sirens are devices'used to produce 


warning signals. They are standard 
e q u i p m e n t on ambulances, fire 
trucks, police cars and other emer- 
gency vehicles. They warn cars ahead 
on the'road that an emergency is at 
hand. Their urgent message should be 
acknowledged immediately.

Most perfumes are blends of a vari- 


ety of substances, both natural and 
man-made. The most expensive per- 
fumes are those containing oil from 
flowers or plants. Substances called 
essential oils are made and stored in 
tiny sacs of the plants. These oils are 
also found in flower petals, buds, 
leaves, bark, rinds. and even roots. 
Plants whose oils are -used a great 
deal in perfumes include Me -gera- 
nium, jasmine, lavender, rose, sand- 
alwood and tuberose. 


These fragrant essential oils are ex- 


tracted mainly by three processes. 
Steam distillation involves passing 
steam through the plant materials. 
This causes the oil to quickly become 
a gas, which is then passed through

Ron and It was like walking into 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. But go 10 
miles outsldo the city and you got 
shelled."

"You got Time magazine there, 


but I'm not sure it was the same

This is where Dan Bowes' Story 


changes. He came home to an • 
America full of hatred for the 
United States role in Southeast 
Asia. 


That puzzled him. The people 


wearing stripes were not telling 
their soldiers that America did 
not want them In Vietnam. 


The home that Dan found was 


Chicago in 1988, a fun time for 
Democrats, ylppies, hippies and 
Mayor Daley's men in blue. 


D A N 
LAUGHS now about 


watching some Chicago policemen 
wheel a man on his bicycle right 
into the Lincoln Park lagoon. 
Even tragedy had its comic mo- 
ments. 


The years did not get easier for 


"America. There was the '1970 
spring of Kent State, Jackson 
S t a t e and so many college 
campuses. Dan wonders whether 
we might see that again. 


Dan set about starting his new 


life. He enrolled at Northeastern 
Illinois University in 1968 and 


claimed a bachelor's degree in so*- 
ciology four years later. 


He wanted a career in ocean- 


ography. Forget that. 


"The economy began going 


downhill and government spend- 
ing got cut back," Dan remem- 
bered. "Science research was at 
an all-time low." 


So Dan Bowes became a car- 


penter.

Now, he Is 31. 
"I can't believe some mothers 


and fathers had to send their sons 
over there (Southeast Asia)," Dan 
said. "After it's all done, they've 
got a flag to hang in the window 
and Vietnam is the same . . . or 
worse than it was." 


HE WONDERS why it didn't 


seem to matter in Vietnam when 
Bobby Kennedy and Martin Lu- 
ther King were killed. 


"People in the States got pretty 


shook up," Dan said. "It just 
didn't seem to register overseas. 


Dan Bowies has seen his country 


grow in' the past dozen years. 
Much of It has been good, some 
painful. 


"In the 'I-like Ike' days, people 


were satisfied to sit back and lis- 
ten to Ike's golf score," Dan said. 
"Now, people are active. If they 
want change, they're willing to 
speak for it. They're conscious of 
voting and issues."

Indiana during the Big Ten's regular 
season despite winning 14-oM8 
games, toppled Big Eight champion 
Missouri, 9548, Saturday to win the 
Midwest regional. Indiana, the No. 1 
ranked team all season, methodically 
mowed down No. 2 ranked Marquette 
65-58 to win the Mideast regional. 


The' other two NCAA semifinal 


berths went "to defending champion 
UCLA, an 82-66 victor over Arizona in 
the West regional, and third-ranked 
Rutgers, a 91-75 winner over VMI in 
the East regional.

•even seconds left Sunday to shatter the dream of unheralded UNO 
Cbarlotte and lift the Wildcats to a 71-67 victory for the 39th Nation- 
al Invitation Tournament championship in New York. 


Phillips,, who sat out more than 10 minutes of the second half with 


four fouls, finished with 16 points. Kentucky, which won the 1946 
NIT championship, was leading 68-67 with seven seconds left as the 
Wildcats' guard Larry Johnson stepped to the foul line in a one-and- 
one situation. 


Johnson, who put Kentucky Into the championship game with a 


last second basket that beat Providence In the semifinal, missed 
tbe flnt ihot, but the muscular Phillips grabbed the reborari. Phil- 
lips sank • lay-up •• he was fouled and tbe ensuing free throw 
wrapped up the title for Kentucky. 


The Wildcats, who had Phillips and Jack Givens each go to the 


bench in the first minute of the second half with four fouls, fell 
behind by seven points with 10 minutes to go, 54-47. 


Givens and Phillips were reinserted into the line-up with 9:48 to 


play and the Wildcats trailing 55-49. Kentucky then outscored UNC- 
Charlotte 134 over the next eight minutes and the Wildcats took the 
lead, 62-61, on Johnson's long jumper. 


Cedrlc "Cornbread" Maxwell, who was selected the tournament's 


Most Valuable Player and finished with 24 points, regained the lead 
for UNO-Charlotte with 1:27 to play. 


But Reggie Warford, who finished with 14 points, bit a long jum- 


per 21 seconds later and Phillips was fouled underneath tbe back- 
board on the play. Phillips then sank both ends of a one-and-one , 
foul situation to complete the four-point play and give the Wildcats 
a (MS lead. 


The 49ers' Melvin Watkins closed the margin to one with 39 sec- 


onds left, but Johnson then hit a pair of free throws to put the 
Wildcats ahead by three again. 


Maxwell once again brought Charlotte to within one on a basket 


off a rebound with 11 seconds to play but then Phillips ended the 
49ers hopes for a fairy tale finish.

Green, who won last Sunday by six strokes at Doral, saw an early 


three-stroke lead all but evaporate when he had trouble getting out 
of a trap on a par-three third hole, and three-putttd from less 
than 30 feet.

Shoemaker gives recital 
when he rides his horse 


It was April 20, 1949. Golden Gate 


Fields was conducting the 23rd day of 
its race meeting, and the starters 
were'loading a field of $3,000 plating 
horses in the gate for a six-furlong 
dash. ', 


trainer George Reeves, ^bo had 


one of the horses entering that race,' 
also had a problem. Shatter V bad 
beaten this same company a couple of 
weeks before, and figured to again. 
George Reeves needed a price more 
than he needed the purse. Shatter V 
would go off the favorite unless he 
could change the conditions slightly to 
cool the bettors. So he took veteran 
jockey R. J. Martin off her and substi- 
tuted an exercise boy. ' 


Shifter V went off at 10-1 and won 


by three teigths. George Reeves got 
"his price. And launched a legend. 


It was probably the last time any- 


body "shopping for a price put Bill 
Shoemaker in the irons. That was 
29,203 races ago. Shoe has won 7,000 
races since then. But nobody thought 
the rider had anything to do with the 
result that day 27 years ago, least of 
til the stewards, who called'Reeves 
on the carpet. The trainer bad a dead 
fit horse on his hands who could have 
won with a fat Indian aboard, but 
they .wondered why he took a chance 
with a kid who had been in only two 
races up to that time. 


The stewards never did like the way 


Bill Shoemaker rode a horse. For one 
thing, he never hit one of them. When 
they won, they won with their ears 
pricking, whteh* meant they were still 
.full'of run. When they lost, they lost 
with their ears pricking,' too. So the 
stewards were constantly upset. They 
liked to see a horse going over the 
finish line with its tongue hanging out, 
staggering, and'lathered in a foamy 
sweat. 


Arcaro, Westropc, Neves, Atkinson, 


all the great riders of the era, used to 
bring a horse home In filets, 1,500 
pounds of frightened, bullied flesh. At- 
kinson was known as "The Slasher." 
Shoemaker brought a hone hoine as 
If It were a date. 


"That boy rides him like it was a 


bus!" the stewards once protested to 
George Reeves. But when Shoemaker 
won a record 218 races that first year 
as an apprentice, the criticisms slow- 
ed. Many years later, I talked to 
George Reeves about those early 
days: 


"The first horse Shoe ever rode, 


Ike's Glory, was quite a bit over- 
matched, so Shoe didn't persevere 
much with him," he recalled. "Shoe 
had an awful hatiit of sitting still on a 
horse. It was hard to get him to whip 
a horse at the finish. He figured the 
thing to do was to hold Mm together 
and hand-ride him in. The stewards 
bated it. But the horses loved it. I was 
constantly being called in by the stew- 
ards, once when I had a hone called 
Butter Wafer who was close three or 
four times in races. I got hold of Shoe 
and said, 'Bill, this horse is a little 
faint-hearted.' Bill didn't say any- 
thing, but he took the horse and won 
by a nose. In the stretch, Bill never 
moved. The stewards almost had a 
stroke. This horse was a favorite, and 
it looked like he wasn't trying. They 
called me in. 'Supposing this horse 
got beat?' they yelled at me. That 
boy didn't make a move on him!' I 
said, 'Well, how many times has this 
horse lost close ones? He loses by a 
nose with a boy whipping and jum- 
ping all over him. Maybe this is the 
way to ride a horse.' " 


It obviously was — and is. Bill Shoe- 


maker is clearly the greatest race ri- 
der ever to get on a horse1. His career 
ii a lesson to everyone who ever 
thought he had to slug or crawl or 
shout or snarl — or slash — his way 
to success. 


Riding a race horse is a little like 


playing a grand piano. You've got to 
have the touch of a concert artist. The 
only communication between horse 
and rider is through the' hands and 
reins. A horse can tell a great deal 
about a rider by bow he jerks and 
cramps a rein. 


The late George Reeves always 


thought this was where Bill Shoe- 
maker had an edge on every jockey 
who ever lived. "He never put a horse 
in a gate with his heart popping and 
sweat pouring out of him. You can al- 
most feel tiie horse thinking, 'Hey, 
this guy ain't gonna hurt me.'- His 
horse is more apt to be standing still 
and ready to run than the whole field, 
and to get out of the gate fast and 
straight. Then, he always knows when 
to give a horse a breathing spell, usu-

Bailey loses biggest case to a novice

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The 


bank robbery trial of Patricia Hearst 
pitted a theatrical million-dollar law- 
yer against a low-key, relative novice 
in bis first major case. 


The novice won. 
Miss Hearst's famous attorney, F. 


, Lee Bailey, and his staff were virtual- 
ly positive she had been found in- 
nocent when the, jury sent word Satur- 
day it reached a verdict after only 1% 
days of deliberation. 


"A quick decision is usually good 


news in a trial of this length," said 
Bailey. 


But the often-criticized prosecutor, 


James L. Browning Jr., appointed by 
then-President Richard Nixon as U S 
attorney for Northern California and 
basically an administrator for seven 
years, smiled confidently as he sat 
down for the verdict. 


THE VERDICT hinged chiefly- on 


whether the seven-woman, five-man 
jury believed'Miss Hearst's story of 
being forced into the robbery by her 
Symbionese Liberation 
Army kid- 


napers, but at least one juror com- 
mented on the lawyers 


"Personally, I like Bailey, but at 


times I thought he got over-dramat- 


ic," said Philip Crabbe, 35, a post of- 
fice employe with three children and 
a wife who is an apartment manager. 


"I was very impressed with him, 


but not to the point where it affected 
my thinking Browning at times didn't 
seem that well organized, but he

Complete history on microfilm 
Have medical records, will travel 


When UOP Inc. executives visited 


mainland China several years ago, 
each carried a wallet-size ID card 
that included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical in- 


formation called EMICARD was de- 
veloped several years ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor, Richard C. 
Treanor, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the 
country and around the globe. 


"When a company spends $300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its execu- 
tives, the information won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where," Treanor said. 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, medication, physi- 
cian's name and telephone. But it also 
includes an exact microfilm copy of 
m e d i c a l reports, Xrays, elec- 


trocardiograms 'and hospital records 
that otherwise would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike. 


"The best example was a' patient 


who had a heart attack in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted him to stay 
in the hospital for three weeks. But by 
looking at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual had a relatively 
strong electrocardiogram 
and the 


patient was able to leave in a week," 
Treanor said. 


Although the personal microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available to just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance for the person," says 
Treanor. 


A FORMER suburban police officer 


who was forced to retire after three 
heart attacks and now travels in Flor- 
ida uses the EMICARD to verify his 
need for medication to doctors who 
otherwise might be skeptical of his 
condition, Treanor said. 


EMICARD differs from other emer- 


gency medical cards because it con-, 
tains* actual copies of the patient's 
medical history, not just interpretive 
information from the patient. 


"As a doctor, I want to know what 


other doctors have said about the 
patient," Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best obtained from 
the original reports, rather than by 
telephone relay or from the patient, 
he added. 


Only medical information released 


by the physician is put on the EMI- 
CARD and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided. 


Most U.S. hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a 10-power microscope eye piece 
or magnifying glass. 


Treanor has not actively promoted 


EMICARD over the past three to four 
years he has been in the business. For 
one' reason, he's too busy with his 
medical practice. "A good doctor, but 
bad businessman," is the way he puts 
it.

Abuse rises here: MEG director 
Cocaine now the 4in' drug 


by JOHN MAES 


Cocaine is replacing pot and pills as 


the new "in" drug among Northwest 
suburban users, an antinarcotics 
agency official says 


In fact, cocaine te "becoming so fash- 


ionable it is now "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 


"There's a terrific increase" in sub- 


urban drug abuse, says the head of 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He says PCP, an animal tranquil- 


izer, and heroin also are very popu- 
lar. 


AND OF THE type of dealer he 


faces in the suburbs, Hinchy says, 
"his father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school teacher, 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations in 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since then it's reached a 
peak in late 1973 with pills, and now 
we see an increase in this coke (co- 
caine) which I think is taking the 
place of pills." 


Cocaine comes from the extract of 


ground coca plant leaves and in its 
refined form is a white powder. 


Users "snort" the powder to get 


high, but Hinchy disagrees with argu- 
ments that the drug is nonaddictive. 
"There are poeple that are so coke- 
addicted that they're shooting it in liq- 
uid form, graduating from the snort." 


W I D E S P R E A D USE of PCP, 


phencyclidine hydrochloride, has oc- 
curred because youths frequently are 
fooled into buying the compound 
thinking it's THC, a high-potency, 
marijuana extract, Hinchy says. 


Youths buy their drugs in $5, $10 


and $15 "hits," Hinchy says adding 
that sometimes groups will pool their 
money and purchase $50 quantities. 
Heroin a highly addictive narcotic, is 
the most expensive, he says. 


Dealers, who have found there is a 


huge profit to be made in suburban 
dope peddling, are keeping the area in 
constant supply. •

$30,000 or more, and MEG agents 
have been going after the big time 
traffickers in an effort to keep the 
supply in check. 


RECENTLY UNDERCOVER agents 


arrested two Chicago men described 
as "lieutenants" in a major North'and 
Northwest suburban cocaine oper- 
ation. 


Eight ounces of the substance was 


purchased in the deal, a quantity that 
would have brought $100,000 on the 
street, Hincy says. 


Of the illicit narcotics coming into 


the area, Hinchy says most cocaine is 
smuggled in by air from its source in 


South America, through Mexico. 


He says dealers frequently use 


"mules" or runners to go down to dis- 
tribution points in south and south- 
western states and bring shipments 
'back. Agents of ten "end up apprehend- 
ing the runners carrying narcotics 
while the dealer remains unknown. 


Hinchy says the drug problem will 


grow even mere serious if the agency 
is forced to disband early next year 
because of lack of funding. 


City calls in experts to battle pigeons 


by JOE FRANZ 


The war against pigeons in Des 


Plaines has escalated. 


City officials are planning to hire a 


firm specializing in bird control in an 
attempt to solve the problem of nu- 
merous pigeons on the city's south 
side. 


Joseph Schwab, commissioner of 


public works, said he is planning to 
meet this week with an official from 
the National Bird Control Labora- 
tories, Skokie. ' 


"We are going to meet with him 


and hope he can come out here and 
solve the problem real quick," he 
said. 


CITY OFFICIALS last October or- 


dered the removal of large flocks of 
pigeons from an area near Greco Ave- 
nue and Orchard Place Road, saying 
the birds posed a health hazard. Since 
that time, however, city efforts to 
trap the birds have been ineffective, 
Schwab said. 


Joseph Fink, president of National 


Bird Control Laboratories, said his 
firm will use a nontoxic chemical to 
drive the roosting pigeons from the 
area. 


"We will see that the birds are 


gone,"" he said. "There is something 
in the material that we use to make 
them go away. But it will not hurt the 
birds and is approved by the EPA (Il- 
linois 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency)." 


Fink said he is not sure how long it 


will take before the birds will leave 
the area. "After we see how many 


there are we'll know." 


SCHWAB SAID since the city or- 


dered the removal of the pigeons, the 
public works department has caught 
only 50 of the birds. 


City employes have been attempting 


to capture the birds in cages or at 
night with nets. The employes place 
feed and water in the cages in an at- 
tempt to lure the pigeons into the 
cages, Schwab said. 


Despite the city's efforts, he said, 


as many as 150 pigeons can be found 
at the location at certain times each 
day. He said city efforts have been 
ineffective because some residents

continue to feed the pigeons. 


Ir ordering the pigeon crackdown, 


the city council stopped short of call- 
ing for the destruction of the birds be- 
cause several aldermen said such 
measures would be inhumane. Aid. 
Robert Krave, 6th, has said, however, 
he favors harsher steps to get rid of 
the birds. 
, 


Pigeons captured by the city are 


being kept in cages behind the city's 
public works garage, 1111 Camp- 
ground Rd. Schwab said as soon as 
the city captures 100 pigeons they will 
be turned over to Lincoln Park Zoo, 
Chicago. 


Markworth appointed

David Markworth, an employe of the 


Des Plaines Park District for seven 
years, has been appointed interim di- 
rector of parks and recreation. 


He will fill the position vacated 


March 5 by Robert Kunkel. Kunkel 
said he resigned for "personal rea- 
sons," and he and park board mem- 
bers have refused to discuss specific 
reasons for his departure from the 
post he held for 7% years. 


At the time of Kunkel's resignation, 


park officials said they did not intend 


to hire an interim director, but now 
have decided to'appoint Markworth. 


MARKWORTH, 32. said he will 


serve until the park board interviews 
candidates and hires a new director, 
adding that he probably will apply for 
the job.

Have medical records, wilt travel 


When UOP Inc. executives visited 


mainland China several years ago, 
each carried a wallet-size ID card 
that Included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical in- 


formation called EMICARD was de- 
veloped several years ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor, Richard C. 
Treanor, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the 
country and abound the globe. 


"When a company spends $300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its execu-; 
lives, the information won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where," Treanor said. 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, medication, physi- 
cian's name and telephone. But it also 
includes an exact microfilm copy of 
m « d J c a l 
reports, 
Xrays, elec- 


trocardiograms and hospital records 
that otherwise would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike. 


"The best example was a patient 


who had a heart attack in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted him to stay 
in the hospital for three weeks. But by 
looking at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual/had a relatively 
strong ' electrocardiogram" and the 
patient was able tovleave in a week," 
Treanor said. 


Although the personal microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available to just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance for the person," says 
Treanor. 


A FORMER suburban police officer 


who was forced to retire after three 
heart attacks and how travels in Flor- 
ida uses the EMICARD to verify his 
need for medication to doctors who 
otherwise might be skeptical of his 
condition, Treanor said. 


EMICARD differs from other emer- 


gency medical cards because it con- 
tains actual copies of the patient's 
medical history, not just.interpretive 
information from the patient. 


"As a doctor, I want to know what 


other doctors have said about the 
patient," Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best obtained from 
the original reports, rather than • by, 
telephone relay or from the patient, 
he added. 


Only medical information released 


by the physician is put oh the EMI- 
CARD and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided. 


Most U.S. hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a 10-power microscope eye piece 
or magnifying glass.

EMICARD over the past three to four 
years he has been in the business. For

Cocaine now the 6in' drug 


by JOHN MAES 


Cocaine is replacing pot and pills as 


the new "in" drug among Northwest 
suburban 
users, an 
antinarcotics 


agency Official says. 


In fact, cocaine is becoming so fash- 


ionable it is now "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 


"There's a terrific increase" in sub- 


urban drug abuse, says the head of 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He says PCP, an animal tranquil- 


izer, and heroin also are very popu- 
lar. 


AND OF THE type of dealer he 


faces. in the suburbs, Hinchy says, 
"bis father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school teacher, 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations in 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since then it's reached a 
peak in late 1973 with pills, and now 
we see-an increase in this coke (co- 
caine) which I think is taking the 
place of pills." 


Cocaine comes from the extract of 


ground coca plant leaves and in its' 
refined form is a white powder. 


Users "snort" the powder to get 


high, but Hinchy disagrees with argu- 
ments that the drug is nonaddictive. 
"There are poeple that are so coke- 
addicted that they're shooting it in liq- 
uid form, graduating from the snort." 


W I D E S P R E A D USE of PCP, 


phehcyclidine hydrochloride, has oc- 
curred because youths frequently are 
fooled into buying the compound 
thinking it's 
THCr a high-potency 


marijuana extract, Hinchy says. , 


Youths buy their drugs in $5, $10 


and $15 "hits," Hinchy says adding 
that sometimes groups will pool their 
money and purchase $50 quantities. 
Heroin a highly addictive narcotic:, is 
the most expensive, he says. 


Dealers, who have found there is a 


huge profit to be made in suburban 
dope peddling, are keeping the area in 
constant supply.

"We're not -talking about some kid 


that got a $10 hit and is selling it to a 
friend for $10. We're talking about the 
people that are in it to make money," 
Hinchy says.

frequently involved, the exchange of 
$10,000 or more, and MEG agents 
have been going after the big time 
traffickers in an effort to keep the 
supply in check. 


RECENTLY UNDERCOVER agents 


arrested two Chicago men described 
as "lieutenants" in a major North and 
Northwest suburban cocaine oper- 
ation. 


Eight ounces of the substance was 


purchased in the deal, a quantity that 
would have brought $100,000 on the 
street, Hincy says. 


Of the illicit narcotics coming into 


the area, Hinchy says most cocaine is 
smuggled in by air from its source-in 


South America, through Mexico. 


He says dealers frequently use 


"mules" or runners to go down to dis- 
tribution points in south and south- 
western states and bring shipments 
back. Agents often end up apprehend- 
ing the runners carrying narcotics 
while the dealer remains unknown. 


Hinchy says the drug problem will 


grow even more serious if the agency 
is forced to disband early next year 
because of lack of funding. 


Review of village bus routes tonight 


Wheeling officials tonight will re- 


port on .the first two-week operation of 
the new Wheeling village bus routes. 


The new routes, which began March 


8,- were drawn up by Regional Trans- 
portation Authority officials in an at- 
tempt to improve ridership on village 
buses. The bus system has been oper- 
ating at a loss since it began three 
years ago, with a deficit of more than 
$45,000 in the fiscal year ending last 
June. 


The RTA has tunneled more than

Complete history on microfilm 
Have' medical records, will travel 


When UOP Inc. executives visited 


mainland China several years ago, 


• each carried a wallet-size ID card 
that included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical in- 


formation called EMICARD was.de- 
veloped several years ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor, Richard C. 
Treanor, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the 
country and around the globe. 


"When a company spends $300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its- execu- 
tives, the information .won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where," Treanor said. 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, medication, physi- 
cian's name and telephone. But it-also 
includes an exact microfilm copy of 
m e d i c a l 
reports, 
Xrays, elec- 


trocardiograms and hospital records 
that otherwise would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike. 


"The best example was a patient 


who had a heart attack in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted him to stay 
in the, hospital for three weeks. But by 
looking at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual had a relatively 
strong electrocardiogram and the 
patient was able to ler.ve in a week," 
Treanor said. 
' Although the personal 
microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available to just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance for .the person," says 
Treanor. 


A FORMER suburban police officer 


who was forced to retire after three 
heart attacks and now travels in Flor- 
ida uses the EMICARD to verify his 
need for medication to doctors who 
otherwise might be. skeptical of his 
condition, Treanor said. 


EMICARD differs from other emer- 


gency medical cards because it con- 
tains actual copies of the patient's 
medical history, not just interpretive 
information from the patient. 


"As a doctor, I want to know what 


other doctors have said about the 
patient," Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best obtained from 
the original reports, rather than by 
telephone relay or from the patient, 
he added. 


Only medical information released 


by the physician is put on the EMI- 
CARD and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided. 


Most U.S. hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a 10-power microscope eye piece 
or magnifying glass. 


Treanor has not actively promoted 


EMICARD over the past three to four 
years he has been in the business. For 
one reason, lie's too busy/with his 
medical practice. "A good doctor, but 
bad businessman," is the way he puts 
it.

Abuse rises here: MEG director 
Cocaine now."the.'in* drug

Cocaine is replacing pot and pills as 


the new "in" drug,among Northwest 
suburban 
users, 
an 
antinarcotics 


agency official says. 


In fact, cocaine is becoming so fash- 


ionable it is* now, "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 
. "There's a terrific increase" in sub- 
urban drug abuse, says the head of 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He-says PCP, an animal tranquil- 


izer, and heroin also" are very popu- 
lar. 
, AND OP THE type of dealer he 
faces in the suburbs, Hinchy says', 
"his father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school teacher, 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations in. 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since'then it's reached a 
peak in late 1973 with pills, and now 
we see an increase in this coke (co- 
caine) which I think is taking the 
place of pills." 


Cocaine comes from the extract of 


ground coca plant leaves and in its 
refined form is a white powder. 


Users "snort" the powder to get 


high, but Hinchy disagrees with argu- 
ments that the drug is nonaddictive. 
"There are people that are so coke- 
addicted that they're shooting it in liq- 
uid form, graduating from the snort." 


W I D E S P R E A D USE of PCP, 


phencyclidine hydrochloride, has oc- 
curred because youths frequently are 
fooled into buying the compound 
thinking it's THC, a high-potency 
marijuana extract, Hinchy says. 


Youths buy their drugs in $5, $10 


and $15 "hits,". Hinchy says adding 
that sometimes.groups will pool their 
money and purchase $50 quantities. 
Heroin a highly addictive narcotic, is 
the most expensive, he says. 


Dealers, who have found there is a 


huge profit to be made in suburban 
dope peddling, are keeping the area in 
constant supply.

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"We're not talking about some kid 


that got a $10-hit and is selling it to a 
friend for $10. We're talking about the 
people that are in it to make money," 
Hinchy says.

He explains that, dope deals 


frequently involved the exchange of 
$10,000 or more, and MEG agents 
have been going after the big time 
traffickers in an effort to keep the 
supply in check. 


RECENTLY UNDERCOVER agents 


arrested two Chicago men described 
as "lieutenants" in a major North and 
Northwest suburban cocaine oper- 
ation. 


Eight ounces of the substance was 


purchased in the deal, a quantity that 
would have brought $100.000 on the 
street, Hincy says. 


Of the illicit narcotics coming into 


the area, Hinchy says most cocaine is 
smuggled in by air from its source in 


South America, through Mexico. 


He says dealers 
frequently use 


"mules" or runners to go down to dis- 
tribution points in south and south- 
western states and bring shipments 
back. Agents often end up apprehend- 
ing the runners carrying narcotics 
while the dealer remains unknown. 


Hinchy says the drug problem will 


grow even more serious if the agency . 
is forced to disband early next year 
because of lack of funding. 


Village budget review starts tonight 


The long process of determining a 


budget for the 1976-77 fiscal year will 
begin tonight when the Buffalo Grove 
Village Board starts its review of a 
proposed $4.2 million budget, a 6 per 
cent decrease from last year. 


The board will meet at 8 p.m. at the 


village hall,:50 Raupp Blvd. 


The budget request is lower than 


last year's $4.5 million primarily be- 
cause 
$600,000 in revenue-sharing 


funds was budgeted for the village's 
new public service center last year, 
said Village Mgr. Daniel Larson. 
LARSON'S BUDGET projects $5.6 
million in revenues for the coming fis- 
cal year, primarily because of-in- 
creased sales tax revenue and a larg- 
er number of building permits. 


The opening of Plaza Verde shop- 


ping center and Grand Spaulding 
Dodge last summer will result in an 
increase of approximately $80,000 in 
sales tax revenue, Larson said. 


Larson said Buffalo Grove is at its 


statutory limit for property taxes, but 
said he will 'recommend the village 
board review the current vehicle li- 
cense, fees for a possible hike if proj- 
ected revenues do not materialize. 


Larson also is recommending a 4 


per cent cost of living increase for vil- 
lage employes and a salary adjust- 
ment equating village salaries with 
the 1975-76 Chicago metropolitan aver- 
age for municipalities. Village em- 
ployes received an 8.5 per cent raise 
last year. 


LARSON SAID most village em-, 


ployes are in the top third of the met- 


ropolitan average, but said approxi- 
mately 20 per cent were in the bottom 
10 per cent of the average. 


"With the economic position of this 


village, all the employes should be in 
the top half,'' Larson said. He said 
figures for the proposed wage stan- 
dard will be presented at the budget 
hearings when salaries are discussed.

records clerk, and a part-time secre- 
tary is budgeted for the new fiscal 
year.

Complete history on microfilm 


Have medical records, will travel 


When HOP Inc executives visited 


mainland China several years ago. 
each carried a wallet-size ID card 
that Included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical in- 


formation called EMICARD.was de- 
veloped several years ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor, Richard C. 
Treanor, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the 
country and around the globe. 


"When a company speeds $300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its execu- 
tives, the information won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where." Treanor said 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, 
medication, physi- 


cian's name and telephone. But it also 
includes an exact microfilm copy of 
m e d i c a l 
reports, 
Xrays, elec- 


trocardiograms and hospital records 
that Otherwise would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike 


"The best example was a patient 


who had a heart attack in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted him to stay 
in the hospital for three weeks. But by 
looking at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual had a relatively 
strong electrocardiogram 
and the 


patient was able to leave in a week," 
Tieanorsaid. 


Although the personal, microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available to just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance for the person," -says 
Treanor. 


A FORMER suburban-police officer 


who was forced to retire after three 
heart attacks and now travels in Flor- 
ida uses the EMICARD to verify his 
need for medication to doctors who 
otherwise might be skeptical of his 
condition, Treanor said. 


EMICARD differs from other emer- 


gency medical cards because it con- 
tains actual copies of the patient's 
medical history, not just interpretive 
information from the patient. 


"As a doctoral want to know what 


other doctors have said about the 
patient," Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best obtained from 
the original reports, rather than by 
telephone relay ^or from the patient, 
he added. 


Only medical information released 


by the physician is put on the EMI- 
CARD and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided 


Most U S. hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a 10-power microscope eye piece 
or magnifying glass 


Treanor has not actively promoted 


EMICARD over the past three to four 
years he has been in the business. For 
one reason, he's too busy with his 
medical practice. "A good doctor, but 
bad businessman," is the way he puts 
it

Abuse rises here: MEG director 
Cocaine now the 4in' drug 


by JOHN MAES . 


Cocaine is replacing pot and pills as 


the new "in" drug among Northwest 
suburban 
users, 
an 
antinarcotics 


agency official says. 


In fact, cocaine is becoming so fash- 


ionable it is now "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 


"There's a terrific increase" in sub- 


urban drug abuse, says the head of 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He says PCP, an animal tranqml- 


izer, and heroin also are very popu- 
lar. 


AND OF THE type of dealer he 


faces in the suburbs, Hinchy says, 
"his father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school teacher, 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations in 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since then it's reached a 
peak in late 1973 with pills, and now 
we see an increase in this coke (co- 
caine) which I think is taking the 
place of pills." 


Cocaine comes from the extract of 


ground coca plant leaves and in its 
refined form is a white powder. 


Users "snort" the powder to get 


high, but Hinchy disagrees with argu- 
ments that the drug is nonaddictive. 
"There are people that are so coke- 
addicted that they're shooting it in liq- 
uid form, graduating from the snort." 


W I D E S P R E A D USE of PCP, 


phencyclidine hydrochloride, has oc- 
curred because youths frequently are 
fooled into buying the compound 
thinking it's THC, a high-potency 
marijuana extract, Hinchy says. 


Youths buy their drugs in $5, $10 


and $15 "hits," Hinchy says adding 
that, sometimes groups will pool their 
money, and purchase $50 quantities. 
•Heroin, a highly addictive narcotic, is 
the most expensive, he says 


Dealers, who have found there is a 


huge profit to be made in suburban 
dope peddling, are keeping the area in 
constant supply.

Des Plaines calls experts 
to rid city of pigeon mess

The war against pigeons in Des 


Plaines has escalated. 


City officials are planning to hire a 


firm specializing in bird control in an 
attempt to solve the problem of nu- 
merous pigeons on the city's south 
side. 


Joseph Schwab, commissioner of 


public works, said he is planning to 
meet this week with an official from 
the National Bird Control Labora- 
tories, Skokie. 


"We are going to meet with him 


and hope he can come out here and 
solve the problem real quick,"'he 
said. 


CITY OFFICIALS last October or- 


dered the removal of large flocks of 
pigeons from an area near Greco Ave- 
nue and Orchard Place Road, saying 
the birds posed a health hazard. Since 
that time, however, city efforts to 
trap the birds have been ineffective, 
Schwab said. 


Joseph Fink, president of National 


Bird Control Laboratories, said his 
firm will use a nontoxic chemical to 
drive the roosting pigeons from the 
area. 


"We will see that the birds are 


gone," he said. "There is something 
in the material that we use to make 
them go away. But it will not hurt the 
birds and is approved by the EPA (Il- 
linois 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency)." 


Fink said he is not sure how long it 


will take before the birds will leave 
the area. "After we see how many 
there are we'll know." 


SCHWAB SAID since the city or- 


dered the removal of the pigeons, the 
public works department has caught 
only SO of the birds. 


City employes have been attempting 


to capture the birds in cages or at 
night with nets. The employes place 
feed and water, in the cages in an at- 
tempt to lure the, pigeons into the 
cages, Schwab said. 


Despite the city's efforts, he said, 


as many as 150 pigeons can be found 
at the location at certain times each 
day. He said city efforts have been 
ineffective because some residents 
continue to feed the pigeons. 


In ordering the pigeon crackdown, 


the city council stopped short of call- 
ing for the destruction of the birds be- 
cause "several aldermen said such 
measures would be inhumane. Aid. 
Robert Krave, 6th, has said, however, 
he favors harsher steps to get rid of 
the birds. 
'' 


Pigeons captured by the city are 


being kept in cages behind the city's 
public works garage, 1111 Camp- 
ground Rd. Schwab said as soon as 
the city captures 100 pigeons they will 
be turned over to Lincoln Park Zoo, 
Chicago.

When UOP Inc. executives visited 


mainland China several years ago, 
each carried a ..wallet-size ID card 
that included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical in- 


formation called EMICARD was de- 
veloped several yean ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor, Richard C. 
Treanor, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the 
country and around the globe. 


"When a company spends $300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its execu- 
tive;,, the information won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where," Treanor said. 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, 
medication, physi- 


cian's name and telephone. But it also 
includes an exact microfilm copy of 
m e d i c a l 
reports, Xrays, 
elec- 


trocardiograms and hospital records 
that otherwise would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike. 


"The best example was a patient 


who^had a heart attack in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted him to stay 
in the hospital for three weeks. But by 
looking at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual had ,a relatively 
strong electrocardiogram 
and the 


patient was able to leave in a week," 
Treanor said.' 


Although • the personal microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available to just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance for the person," says 
Treanor. 


A FORMER suburban police officer 


who was forced to retire after three 
heart attacks and now travels in Flor- 
ida uses the EMICARD to verify his 
need for medication to doctors who 
otherwise might be skeptical of his 
condition, Treanor said. 


EMICARD differs from other emer- 


gency medical cards because it con- 
tains actual copies of the patient's 
medical history, not just interpretive 
information from the patient. 


"As a doctor, I want to know what' 


other doctors have said about the 
patient," Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best obtained from 
the original reports, rather than by 
telephone relay or from the patient, 
he added. 


Only medical information released 


by the physician is put on the EMI- 
CARD'and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician' wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be. added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided. 


Most U.S. hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a 10-power microscope eye piece 
or magnifying glass. 


Treanor has not actively promoted 


EMICARD over the past three to four 
years he has been in the business. For 
one reason, he's too 'busy with his 
medical practice. "A good doctor, but 
bad businessman," is the way he puts 
u:

Sanctioned by FAA 
Airport safety unit formed 


An airport safety advisory com- 


mittee, believed to be the first group 
of its kind in the Chicago area, was 
formed for Schaumburg Airport Sat- 
urday and sanctioned by the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 


"First impressions are lasting, and 


an airport is the front door to a com- 
munity, "FAA representative Theo L. 
Moore told the group. Moore is princi- 
pal operations inspector at the FAA's 
general aviation district office at Du- 
Page County Airport. 


Moore said safety advisory groups 


were first established along the East 
Coast to deal with problems common 
to small airports. 


He said FAA personnel recently met 


with Schaumburg Airport manage- 
ment and decide to pursue the com- 
mittee concept "because it is most 
important to have community ad- 
visers when an airport has many dif- 
ferent factions of people living around 
it." 


THE SCHAUMBURG panel is com- 


posed of representatives of six North- 
west suburban communities and dele- 
gates from airport management, the 
Schaumburg Pilots Assn. and Lloyd's 
Flying Service, a flight training 
school at Schaumburg Airport near 
Wright Boulevard and Irving Park 
Road. 


Additional representation will be 


sought from the Northwest Assn. of 
Commerce and Industry (formed by 
the recent merger of the Schaumburg 
and Hoffman Estates chambers of 
commerce), the Centex-Schaumburg 
Businessmen's Assn. and the Roselle 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Moore said Schaumburg's proposal 


to purchase and improve the airport 
has "no bearing on the committee," 
saying, "Well run airports are safe 
airports, and our goal Is accident-free 
operations and prosperous growth." 


The FAA official was responding to 


a question from Bloomingdale Trustee 
•Joseph Dombrowski. Dombrowski 
said a community action group whose 


/ members, opposed airport expansion 
has asked Bloomingdale officials to 
consider a resolution against Schaum- 
burg's purchase of the field. 


ROSELLE TRUSTEE Terry Marvin 


said his village has gone on record 
opposing the airport improvement 
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project, as have Hanover Park and 
Streamwood. 


Hanover Park is represented on the 


safety committee by Trustee Frank 
Zelis, and Streamwood's delegate is 
Dave McGregor. The panel estab- 


lished subcommittees to study airport 
traffic, the airport proper and com- 
plaints from outside the airport's traf- 
fic area.

No road, no train station: officials 


The fate of a proposed Schaumburg 


railroad station lies in the hands of 
the Cook County Highway Dept., vil- 
lage and state officials agreed Satur- 
day. 


Schaumburg Village Pres. Ray- 


mond Kessell said he was "dis- 
appointed" that county and state high- 
way department officials failed to at- • 
tend a village-arranged tour of the 20- 
acre landlocked railway station site 
near Irving Park and Springinsguth 
roads. 


Peter Bietzel, a represenzative of 


the state public transportation divi- 
sion, joined Regional Transportation 
Authority, village and railway offi- 
cials on the tour. 


KESSELL SAID the tour was organ- 


ized to provide '"firsthand, visual 
knowledge" of the need for extending 
Springinsguth Road to the Milwaukee 
Road tracks. 


The road now ends at Irving Park 


Road, about one mile north of the pro- 
posed station site. 


Bietzel said he has been given the 


task of administering a $100,000 state 
grant given to the Milwaukee Road to 
construct the station. He said plans 
are at a standstill because the facility 
cannot be built until a -road and a 
parking lot, estimated to cost $1.5 mil- 
lion have been provided. 


"We (the state) would'like to get 


moving on the project, but our divi- 
sion has nothing to do with high- 
ways," Bietzel said. He urged the vil- 
lage to ask the state highway depart- 
ment to work with county officials to 
push for the road.extention. 


RTA REPRESENTATIVE Paul R. 


Oppenheim said his agency supports 
the proposed site, explaining RTA 
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funding does not allow for road con- 
struction, only transportation ser- 
vices. 


Village Mgr. John Coste said county 


officials have expressed no interest in 
extending Springinsguth Road. Coste 
said the village has applied for Feder- 
al Aid to Urban Systems funding for 
the project. 


"But I don't think this project will 


be viable under FAUS. I don't think 
the federal people will move until this 
road, is put on the county system, be- 
cause otherwise local costs would be 
overwhelming," he said. 


Under the FAUS program, the fed- 


eral government provides 70 per cent 
of the funding, while the remaining 
costs come from the state, county and 
village.

Have medical records, will travel 


When UOP Inc. executives visited 


mainland China several years ago, 
each carried a wallet-size ID card 
that included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical in- 


formation called EMICARD was de- 
veloped several years ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor, Richard C. 
Treaaor, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the 
country and around the globe. 


•'When a company spends $300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its execu- 
tives, the information won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where," Treanor said. 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, medication, physi- 
cian's name and telephone. But it also 
includes an exact microfilm copy of 
m e d i c a l 
reports, 
Xrays, elec- 


trocardiograms' and hospital records 
that otherwise would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card t has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike. 


"The iest example'was a patient 


who had a heart attack in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted him to stay 
in the hospital for three weeks. But by 
looking at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual had a .relatively 
strong electrocardiogram 
and' the 


patient was able to leave in a week," 
Treanor said. 


Although the personal microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available to just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance 
for the person," says 


Treanor. 


A FORMER suburban police officer 


who was forced to retire after three 
heart attacks and now travels in Flor- 
ida uses the EMICARD to verify his 
need for medication to doctors who 
otherwise might be skeptical of his 


i condition, Treanor said. 


EMICARD differs from other emer- 


gency medical cards because it con- 
tains actual copies of the patient's 
medical history, not just interpretive 
information from the patient. 


"As a doctor, I want to know what 


other doctors have said about the 
patient," Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best obtained from 
the original reports, rather than by 
telephone relay or from the patient, 
he addeO. 


Only medical information released 


by the physician is put on the EMI- 
CARD and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided. 


Most U.S. hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a 10-p-Qwer microscope eye piece-, 
or magnifying glass

In fact, cocaine Is becoming so fash- 


ionable it is now "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 


"There's a terrific increase" in sub- 


urban drug abuse, says the head of 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He says PCP, an animal tranquil- 


izer, and heroin also are very popu- 
lar. 


AND OF THE type of dealer he 


faces in the suburbs, Hinchy says, 
"his father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school'teacher, 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations in 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since then it's reached a 
peak in late 1973 with pills, and now 
we see an increase in this coke (co- 
caine) which I think is taking the 
place of pills." 


Cocaine comes from the extract of 


ground coca plant leaves-and in its 
refined form is a white powder. 


Users "snort" the powder to get 


high, but Hinchy disagrees with argu- 
ments that the drug is nonaddictive. 
"There are people that are so coke- 
addicted that they're shooting it in liq- 
uid form, graduating from the snort." 


W I D E S P R E A D USE of PCP, 


phencyclidine hydrochloride, has oc- 
curred because youths frequently are 
fooled into buying the compound 
thinking it's THC, a high-potency* 
marijuana extract, Hinchy says 


Youths buy their drugs in $5, $10 


and $15 "hits," Hinchy says adding 
that sometimes groups will pool their 
money and purchase $50 quantities. 
Heroin a highly addictive narcotic, is 
the most expensive, he says. 


Dealers, who have found there is a 


huge profit to be made in suburban 
dope peddling, are keeping the area in 
constant supply.

When UOP Inc. executives visited 


mainland China several years ago, 
each carried a wallet-size ID card 
that included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical in- 


formation called EMICARD was de- 
veloped several years ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor, Richard C. 
Treanor, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the 
country and around the globe. 


"When a company spends $300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its execu- 
tives, the information won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where." Treanor said. 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, 
medication, physi- 


cian's name and telephone. But it also 
includes an exact microfilm copy of 
m e d i c a l 
reports, Xrays, elec- 


trocardiograms and hospital records 
that otherwise Would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike. 


"The best example was a patient 


who had a heart attack in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted-him'to stay 
in the hospital for three weeks. But by 
looking at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual had a relatively 
strong electrocardiogram 
and the 


patient was able to leave in a week," 
Treanor said. 


Although the personal microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available to. just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance for the person," says 
Treanor.

"As a doctor, I want to know what 


other doctors have said about the 
patient," Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best obtained from 
the original reports, rather than by 
telephone relay or from the patient, 
he added. 


Only medical information released 


by the physician is put on the EMI- 
CARD and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided. 


Most U.S. hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a 10-power microscope eye piece 
or magnifying-glass.

Trustees review 1976-77 spending 
9% budget hike proposed 


A proposed 1976-77 $7.89 million 


budget, the laigest in village history, 
was unveiled Sunday to the Palatine 
Village Board. 


Although the record budget repre- 


sents an approximate 9 per cent in- 
crease over last year's budget, offi- 
cials said no village tax increase will 
be needed because projected revenue 
income is expected to be more than 
enough to offset operating costs. 


The document drew immediate crit- 


icism from two trustees who charged 
that at lest $1 million can be trimmed 


> from the budget by cutting staff. 


"We're spending almost two and a 


quarter times what we did when we 
were first elected four years ago," 
Trustee Bryan P. Coughlin said. "The 
over-all picture is way out of control 
and I would like to see the adminis- 
tration go back over this' and take out 
$1 million by cuts in public works, po- 
lice and the administration." 


COUGHLINi THEN moved-to elimi- 


nate the village's two administrative 
assistant positions, a move which 
would save about $34,000 in salaries. 
Trustee Fred Zajonc seconded the mo- 
tion, saying the workload of the two, 
Steven Lenet -and Robert Rudd, could 
be transferred to other departments. • 


"The growth rate of the village does 


not 'exist at the level it used to, and 
we don't need those two people," Za- 
jonc said. Lenet is director of plan- 
ning and, zoning and Rudd is in charge 
of licensing and other administrative 
matters. 


The board rejected the motion by a 


5-to-2 vote and several officials spoke 
out against Coughlin's call for a $1 
million cut. 


Trustee Richard W. Fonte, who 


chaired the meeting, called on each 
trustee to detail in writing his recom- 
mendations for cuts in the budget to 
be reviewed by the entire board. 


The board reviewed three depart- 


ments in the budget and approved mi- 
nor changes in each. The adminis- 
tration's budget of $190,869 was 
amended downward slightly after a 
preliminary review which is subject 
to further action. Minor decreases to 
reflect last year's budget were called 
for in the areas of dues, publications, 
conferences and travel expenses.

THE ADMINISTRATION'S request 


for a clerk-stenographer at a salary of

Cocaine replaces pills,

Cocaine is replacing pot and pills as 


the new "in" drug among Northwest 
suburban 
users, 
an antinarcotics 


agency official says. 


In fact, cocaine is becoming so fash- 


ionable it is now "prestigious" for 
users in area high schools to wear a 
"coke spoon" around their necks, 
says John Hinchy, director of the Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group. 


"There's a terrific increase" in sub- 


urban drug abuse, says the head -oC 
the 46-man undercover drug strike 
force. 


He says PCP, an animal tranquil- 


izer, and heroin also are very popu- 
lar. 


AND OF THE type of dealer he 


faces in the suburbs, Hinchy says, 
"his father might be a doctor and his 
mother might be a school teacher, 
and he has been to college or is going 
to college." 


Hinchy says when the agency start- 


ed operations hi 1970, large quantities 
of pills and LSD were being seized in 
arrests. "Since then it's reached a 
peak in late ,1973 with pills, and now 


we see an increase in tin's coke (co- 
caine) which I think is taking the 
place of pills." 


Cocaine comes from the extract of 


ground coca plant leaves and in its 
refined form is a white powder. 


Users "snort" the powder to get 


high, but Hinchy disagrees with argu- 
ments that the drug is nonaddictive. 
"There are people that are so coke- 
addicted that they're shooting it in liq- 
uid form, graduating from the snort." 


W I D E S P R E A D USE of PCP, 


phencyclidine hydrochloride, has oc- 
curred because youths frequently are 
fooled into buying the compound 
thinking it's THC,' a high-potency 
marijuana extract, Hinchy says. 


Youths buy their drugs in $5, $10 


and $15 "hits," Hinchy says adding 
that sometimes groups will pool their 
money and purchase $50 quantities. 
Heroin a highly addictive narcotic, is 
the most expensive, he says. 


Dealers, who have found there is a 


huge profit to be made in suburban 
dope peddling, are keeping the area in 
constant supply. 


"We're not talking about'some kid 


that got a $10 hit and is selling it to a 
friend for $10. We're talking about the 
people that are in it to make money,'' 
Hinchy says. 


H e explains 
that 
dope deals 


frequently involved the exchange of 
$10,000 or more, and MEG agents 
have been going after the big time 
traffickers in an effort to keep the 
supply in check. 


RECENTLY UNDERCOVER agents 


arrested two Chicago men described 
as "lieutenants" in a major North and 
Northwest suburban cocaine oper- 
ation. 


Eight ounces of the substance was 


purchased in the deal, a quantity that 
would have brought $100,000 on the, 
street, Hincy says. 


Of the illicit narcotics coming into 


the area, Hinchy says most cocaine is 
smuggled in by air from its source in 
South America, through Mexico.

Wathen, director of the volunteer de- 
partment. In addition to handling the 
mail and flower room, they run er- 
rands for the various departments, 


comfort relatives, feed patients, run 
the auxiliary's gift shop, perform cler- 
ical duties and visit patients. 


"They play a very significant role 


in the operation of the hospital," said 
Brother Louis Roncoli, administrative 
assistant. 


"There's a soft spot in my heart for 


them," he said. "They are dedicated, 


, loyal people on whom the hospital de- 
pends. They are super people. They 
have to be to do what they do and 
expect nothing in return." 


THE VOLUNTEERS are never used 


to replace hospital employes, but they 
often make the employes' jobs easier, 
Roncoli said. "Without the volunteers, 
it would mean our patients would not 
receive some of the extraordinary, 
plus services," he said. 


Most of the volunteers are women 


who work in half day shifts of three to 
four hours a week. Many senior citi- 
zens have become volunteers since 
the new, nearby senior housing 'has 
been constructed, Mrs. Wathen said., 


A desire to help others motivates 


most of the volunteers. 


"It started when my daughter was 


in for an operation," said Sylva Dufek 


of Schaumburg, who started as a vol- 
unteer in January. "I saw the warmth 
of service and care there was. I've 
always wanted to help people. 


"I have not been sorry at all. It is 


the one day when I come home and I 
don't feel tired." 


MRS. 
DUFEK IS a beauty con- 


sultant when she is not working as a 
volunteer. Barbara Yuska of Bloom- 
ingdale does not work anymore. 


"I. was no longer working and I 


wanted to do something worthwhile," 
Mrs. Yuska said in between emergen- 
cy room duties. "I like it a lot. The 
staff is very nice. It's educational for 
me too, and I like the contact wkh the 
patients." 


A covolunteer in the emergency 


room is-Peg Vallillo of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, who has been helping at the hos- 
pital for a year. 


"I feel a moral responsibility," Mrs. 


Vallillo said. "I feel quite deeply if 
I'm fortunate enough not to have to 
work, I should be giving back some- 
thing."

When UOP Inc. executives visited 


mainland China several years ago, 
each carried a wallet-size ID card 
that Included a microfilm record of 
his medical history. 


The compact packet of medical in- 


formation called EMICARD was de- 
veloped several years ago by a North- 
west suburban doctor," Richard C. 
Treanor, for use by corporation exec- 
utives who must travel across the, 
country and around the globe. 


"When a 'company spends $300 or 


$400 on a physical exam for its execu- 
tives, the information won't be any 
good sitting in a bureau drawer some- 
where," Treanor said. 


EMICARD CONTAINS a patient's 


routine medical information — blood 
type, allergies, 
medication, physi- 


cian's name and telephone. But it also 
Includes an exact microfilm copy of 
m e d i c a l reports, Xrays, elec- 


trocardiograms and hospital records 
that otherwise would not be available 
immediately to the patient or an unfa- 
miliar doctor. 


Treanor said the card has proved 


valuable to patients and doctors alike. 


"The best example 'was a patient 


who had a,heart attack in Puerto Rico 
where the doctors wanted him to stay 
in the hospital for three weeks. But by 
looking'at the microfilm, they could 
see this individual • had a relatively 
strong electrocardiogram and the 
patient was able to leave in 'a week," 
Treanor said: 


Although the personal 
microfilm 


record was started for corporate offi- 
cials, their relatively low cost ($5) 
means they are available 'to -just 
about anyone. 


"They provide some psychological 


reassurance for the person," says 
Treanor.. 


A FORMER suburban police officer 


who was forced to retire after three 
.heart attacks and now travels in Flor- 
ida uses the EMICARD to verify his 
need for medication to doctors who 
otherwise might be skeptical of his 
condition, Treanor said. 


EMICARD differs from other emer- 


gency medical cards because it con- 
tains actual copies of the patient's 
medical history, not just interpretive 
information from the patient. 


"As a doctor, I want to know what 


other doctors have. said about the 
patient,1' Treanor said. In most cases, 
the information is best obtained from 
the original reports, rather than by 
telephone relay or from the patient, 
he added. 


Only medical information released 


by the physician is put on the EMI- 
CARD and all information is con- 
fidential. 


"The cards basically contain what- 


ever information the physician wants 
on them," Treanor said. 


AS ADDITIONAL records and re- 


ports are made, they can be added to 
the microfilm so that a cumulative 
medical history is provided. 


Most U.S. hospitals have machines 


to read the records. Where a reader is 
not available, the film can be read 
with a -10-power microscope eye piece 
or magnifying glass.

EMICARD over,the past three to four 
years he has been in the business. For 
one reason, he's too busy with his 
medical practice.. "A good doctor, tout 
bad businessman," is the way he puts 
it.

is "we can get a cheaper interest rate 
with a bond issue." 


The cost overruns on the library, 


originally estimated to cost $3.2 mil- 
lion, were caused by last-minute mod- 
ifications in building code specifica- 
tions required by the village. 


RHEA SAID these additional costs 


would have been included in the origi- 
nal library bond issue if they had 
been known at the tune. "All we are 
saying is the library is 'costing 8 per 
cent more than we thought it would," 
he said. 


At a village-library meeting Satur- 


day five of six trustees said the vil- 
lage is obligated to cover the cost of 
village required modificiations, which 
totaled about $270,000. Trustee Rich- 
ard N. Hendricks was absent. 
' Trustee Leo Floros, however, said 
he .would not support such .an effort 
because of the controversy that has 
surrounded the new library.

26 teachers oppose 
cut of 30 staff positions 


River Trails Dist. 26 teachers have 


opposed the board of education's deci- 
sion to cutback 30 teaching positions 
in the district and increase the aver- 
age class size from 20 to 26 students. 


George Chase, president of the Dist. 


26 teachers' union, said teachers be- 
lieve "declining enrollment should not 
be taken as an opportunity to reduce 
teaching staffs and cut programs but 
should be used to improve the quality 
of education in the district." 


The board last week approved cul- 


tirig the teaching staff from 170 to 140 
in an attempt to offset declining en- 
rollment and a financial deficit in the 
district. Officials have projected the 
district will be bankrupt by 1977 if 
spending remains the same and reve- 
nue does not increase. 


CHASE SAID teachers also object 


to the increase in- class size. "We 
don't like it and I think they (the 
board) ought to look at the ratio of 
administrators to teachers in this dis- 
trict. I think they might find it inter- 
esting." Chase said there is "some-

12 teachers."
